WUNG AH LING. 


His Celestial Excellency Corrects a Miss- 
taken Impression—He Is a Ciliizeu of the 
United States, and Is Proud of the Dis- 
tinction. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New York, Nov. 30.—The Sun says, speaking 
of the recent naturalization of a Chinaman: * It 
is estimated that there are at least 5,000 
Chinese in this city aud Brooklyn. They are 
a quiet, patient, hard-working class. Of these, 
there are o few who belong to the aristocracy 
and educated class of China, and who still re- 
tain their prejudice of race. 

““Accompanying A. F. Sutherland, of No. 90 
Centre street, who is the autborized interpreter 
of the Chinese of this city, a visit was made 
yesterday to Wung Ab Ling, of No, 20 Mott 
street, Commissioner of the Chinese Emigra- 
tion Society of San Francisco, and acknowledged 
agent, adviser, and friend of his countrymen. 
Commissioner Wung Ah Ling speaks Englisn 
fluently. He bad read the announcement that 
Wong Ah Yee had been made a citizen, and 
was indignant at the averment that he was the 
tirst Chinaman to assume such a character. 
My cousin, Quong Lee,’ he said, was made a 
citizen in 1873. Two years afterward he served 
as a juryman, and was the first Chinaman that 
ever acted in this capacity in Europe or 
America. I was made a citizen in 1876, 
and could name several of my country- 
men risen to positions of distinction 
who are citizens, Here,’ Wung Ah Ling added., 
producing a document from a wallet loocked in 
a drawer and cavered with a delicate silk hand- 
kerchief, ‘is my citizen or naturalization paper. 
I love it greatly, for it is the talisman to a great 
era in the history of our country.“ ‘To him it 
was the most precious document in the world. 
He would not lose it for a fortune, as it had 
given him a prestige among his countrymen 
which, he proudly remarked, could not be 
matched. It bas n used by bim on several 
oceasions in voifn¢, when he Knew the men were 
good. It was issued in St. Louis March 9, 1976. 

Commissioner Ling spoke with pride of Yung 
Wing, now accredited Minister to China, who 
was made a citizen ten years ago, and who has 
voted in Connecticut for four vears.

“THE BANKER’S DAUGHTER” 


Bronson Howard's Drama a Most Magnifi- 
cent Success—It Promises to Have a Long 
Lease of Life. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Tonk, Nov. 30.—At 11:45 o’clock to- 
night the audience which bad completely jam- 
med the Union Square Theatre to see Bronson 
Howard’s drama, The Banker’s Daughter,’’ 
rose to depart. They had been eathusiastic 
and liberal in the  bestowal of 
their applause upon play, oviayers, and 
scene-painters. The fate of American 
dramas for some time to come, which hung up- 
on the success or failure of this play, will as- 
suredly be a pleasant one. I cannot recall any 
drama written in this country which has been 
received with such large and hearty commenda- 
tion as was given the new piece at the Union 
Square to-night. The great success is due, in a 
cousiderable degree of course, to the work 
of the author, but in no less part does 
it rests upon the splendid stage mounting, and on 
the particularly strong portraiture of each char- 
acter. Never in America was a society drama 
so lavishly decorated with uphoistery and scenic 
display. Each time the curtain rolled up it re- 
vealed to the audience a fresh picture, which 
called {forth warm expressions of praise. At 
one time the people in front emphatically de- 
manded the presence of the artist who painted 
the scenery. The drama is the same 
iu its main outlines as the one presented at Hoo- 
lev's, in Chicago, five or six years ago, and later 
at McVicker’s, under the name of “* Lillian’s 
Last Love.” Since then it bas received a con- 
siderable overbauling at the hands of the author, 
and is now somewhat strengthened by this ad- 
ditional labor. It is now played io six acts. 
Upon Miss Jewett, Miss Harrison, Mr. Thorne, 
and Mr. Polk fell the greater part of the 
action. They acquitted themselves, as they al- 
ways do, with much more than the ordinary 
strength. Mr. Folk was perbaps not quite so 
strong as Charles 2 who originally played 
the rushing American, G. Washington Phipps ; 
and Miss Harrison fell a trifle short of Sidney 
Cowell as Florence St. Vincent Brown. But, 
taken as a whole, it was a remarkably smooth 
and even performance. The attention to detail 
shown in casting such men as Stoddart, LaMoyne, 
and Paselle in very small and unimportant parts 
rendered every character attractive and strongly 
drawn. The play will probabiy have as long a 
run as Mother and Sof.” It is a remarkable 
dramatic picture, framed in brilliant diulogues, 
and entirely free from the smut aod adultery 
we have been getting too much of lately. On 
that account, at any rate, it is refreshing. The 
house begins its season under the new proprie- 
torship with the most flatteriug prospects of 
success. Mr. Howard and Mr. Palmer were 
both called before the curtain.

THE DUCHY OF BRUNSWICK. 
Jew York Times. : 

Duke Wilhelm of. Brunswick has suddenly 
fallen sick, hopelessly sick,—he is 72 years old, 
—and ali the Court geese of Europe dre in a flut- 
ter. Of course, by itself, the death of a Duke of 


Brunswick is not of any great impontance, but, 
on account of certain curious complications, it 
will, nevertheless, at this moment, occasion a 
good deal of embarrassment. The old Duke, 
who ascended the tbrove in 1831, and 
stecred his boat nicely through the 
fatal year of 1864, bas never been mar- 
ried, and is the last sciou of the elder 
branch. of the House of Guelpb. . iis heir is the 
Duke of Cumberland, and the Duke of Cum- 
berland is the only male represevtative of the 
younger branch of the house of Guelph. But 
the Duke of Cumberland is also the son of the 
late King of Hanever, whom the Prussians ex- 
pelled ju 1864, and, when the father died, the 
sou solemuiy repeated the protest against the 
spoliation, aud refused to give up his claims on 
the Hauoverian Crown, though Prussia offered 
to pay him sixteen millionsin damages. Now, cao 
Prussia, which completely encircles Brunswick, 
and which, through a number of conventious,— 
military, postal, etc.,—bas almost wholiv en- 
grossed its administration, allow the Duke of 
Cumberland to be reigning sovereign of this 
country? In the very complicated Constitution 
of the Prusian Empire, he would act like a 
wedge in asplit. But, on the other haod, how 
can Prussia ever prevent Aim from taking his 
heritage? He is not only the legitimate heir, 
the richest man in Europe, the son of a King, 
etc., but he is also the flance of the Princess 
Thyra, and also the brother-in-law of the next 
Czar of Russia, of the next King of England, 
nobody goes to war for 
a pin-bead,, but it is sometimes x- 
tremely vexatious to be made to feel 
that the pin has a point. There ts, indeed, only 
one way out of the dilemma, namely: to place 
Brunswick, like Alsace and Lorraine, directiy 
under the imperial Diet and tue Chancellor of 
the Empire, without annexing it to any indi- 
vidual State. But, even if Bismarck 1s willing 
to walk that way, be will probably meet people 
—and influential people—who find it a rather 
dangerous precedent thus to place one part of 
the Empire alter the other outside of the im- 
mediate power of the Emperor and directly ua- 
der the band of his Major Domos.

DEBTORS AND MILLIONAIRES, 
To the Editor of The Tridune. 

Caicaco, Nov. 29.—A late number of an East- 
ern paper contains this editorial paragraph: 

The Rev. James Freeman Clarke, in a recent 
sermon, took occasion to discuss the question of 
financial honesty. He dispesed thus of the bloated 
pondholder: ‘**If I oe a rich man a dollar, and 
I have only one dollar in tag world, and he has a 
million, | will pay him that,dollar, not for his 
sake, but for my own pake, and to preserve my 
honesty and self-respect.” ‘There are not a few 

ersons in this country who greatly need to hear 
ust this sort of preaching. . > ‘ 

I heartily approve af every wise effort to tone 
up the public consd@encé im this country to 
honesty, and I doubt not the sermon from which 
the above purports to be an extract may have 
been of good tendency onthe whole. But I 
cannot so readily indorò e tub extreme statement 
quoted as either correct in principle or healthiul 
in its influence. * 

James Freeman Clarke, I venture to assert, 
was never in the condition supposed: and if he 
were, he would not, I imagine, see his way quite 
so clear as to pay over his last dollar to the 
millionaire. True; if 10 “had abundance of 
everytaing else, faod, clothing, shelter, or 
sullicient thereof for hig personal needs, and 
were poor only in money, he might, with com- 
parative cheerfulness, part with his only 
doliar,” But suppose, ag with many debtors, 
that dollar were the only thing between bim 
starvation, or a lodging ib the street, would he 


feel bound to give it to a Man who bad a million 


of them, and lie Gown supperless to sleep on 
the sidewalk? Or giye it up and then beg food 
aud lodging? What principle of honesty or self- 
respect wouid require him to do this! 

Suppose that instead of a dollar, he oweda 
hat to one who bad already a million of hats. 
ougbt he to take his only hat from his head, and 
go barebeaded? Call it a pair of boots, owed to 
a man who had a million pairs, would any prio- 


.ciple of honor or self-réspect dictate that he 


should pull off§his only boots for his creditor, 
and gu barefooted, or beg from somebody else! 

Let a wife and little children also be deperd- 
ent on this last dollar, “ as very often happens, 
and what would James Freeman Clarke then 


du? 


Ethical writers teil us that obligations and 
rights are reciprocal; therefore, if this debtor is 
bound to give up his last doilar, his only hat, or 
boots, the creditor has a right to require them. 
Surely the creditor has a right to require 
„ honesty“ and ** self-respect’’ in the debtor; 
and if these virtues really impose on one the ob- 
ligation to pay, the other bas the right to de- 
mand. But who believes, or can be made to be- 
lieve, that a miliionajre would have any moral 
rizht—it is morai rights and obligations I am 
talking about—to demand the last dollar or to 
take the hat or boots! 

This teaching is ungcriptural. The old Mosaic 
law, stern as it has been thought, was more 
humane than this, Exodus. xxii., 26-27: “If 
thou at all take they neighbor’s raiment to 
pledge (security for & loan), thou shalt deliver it 
to him by that the sun goeth down; for that is 
his covering only, it is his raiment for his skin; 
wherein suail he sleep? Aud it shall come to 
pass, when be criethunto me, that I will bear: 
for 1 am gracious?’ This paasage plainly 
teaches that human suffering is a greater evil 
than debt; that human life and even human 
needs are more valugble thau property: that the 
right to life and the means of sustaining it takes 
precedence of the rights of a creditor. No cred- 
itor aas the right to put his debtor's life in 
jeopardy. No debtor is bound to put his own 
life in jeopardy: nay, he has no right to put his 
life in jeopardy to pay a debt. 

It wouid be easy to show that this teaching is 
contrary to numan law, which in all civilized 
country grants exemption to the debtor. In 
cases of extreme destitution the statute, for his 
protection, al wars steps in between him and the 
exacting creditor. In some of the Western 
States these legal exemptions may have been 
too great, and honesty may forbid the debtor 
to avail himself of the law to save his last dollar 
for his starving family. 

It is said that be should do right and trust 
the Lord for the. future!’ But that begs the 
question of right. Besides, he will be likely 
to have great occasion to trust the Lord for the 
next dollar and the many others that will be 
needed for himself and those dependent on his 
resources. 

Of course, the argument is not about a single 
dollar. If this were.all, it would matter little 
what were done with ‘it. If parted witb, the 
agony of starvation might be soover over. 
But this dollar is the representative of the 
rempant of prosperity leit m these days to 
thousands of unfortunate families, and the 
practical question is, Shall their consciences be 
pressed with the requirement to give it all up 
to rich creditora! Isay no. It is their duty to 
retaiv enough, if they cav, to keep them in life. 
health, aud working order, Verv often, with 
cousent of creditors, they should retain enough 
to start them anew in business. Not unfre- 
quently the creditors will cheerfully grant this 


as most fur their own interests. 


Far be it from me to say ove word in defense 
of the idle who will not work, or the seit An- 
dulgcnt who will not deny themselves to pay 
their debts; still lesajthe fraudu.ent Ucotors who 
have availed themselves of the Bankrupt law to 
cheat others out of their just dues. ~ There are 
such, it is admitted. and they deserve severest 
execrations. But it saoud not be forgotten 
that tbere are thousands of others in these 
times to whom bankruptcy has been the sorest 
trial of their lives. They dave always hereto- 
fore prided themselves un the punctuality 


to be despised or exasperated. 


THE BONANZA BATTLE. 


Nature of the Contest Between the Mining 
Magnates of San Francisco—Proposals for 


Peace, 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Vincinta City, Nev,, Nov. 30.—Yesterday 
the crosscut on the 2,200-foot level of the Sierra 
Nevada struck seams of porphyry mixed with 
ore. To-day the face of the crosecut is in ore at 
the bottom. The assays range from $115 to 
5190 per ton. The north crosscut has not yet 
reached the ore-body. 

In.the Ophir they are getting ready to cross- 
cut on the 2,200-foot level. The grand prize 
mill running all night. There is nothing new 
in any of the mines that I have not mentioned 
in these dispatches. Dan DEQUILLE. 

San Francisco, Noy. 30.—Virginia advices 
say ore is making its appearance at the bottom 
of the norta cross-cut on the 2,200-foot level af 
the Sicrra Nevada. The news stiffened the mar- 
ket to-day.

The controversy between the Sierra Nevada 
and Union Consolidated Mines, which is now in 
a fair way of reaching an amicable adjustment 
without necessitating a further slaughtering of 
the innocepts, involves 300 feet of ground in 
which the present supposed bonanza is located. 
The circumstances on which the quarrel revolves 
are these: The Union Mine, 600 feet, was orig- 
inally located by two Mormons named Cook and 
Payno, June 10, 1859. The Sierra Nevada was 
located on the 22d of the same month by one 
Miller and eleven associates, taking 3,600 feet. 
Shortly after a party from Grass Valley jumped 
the Union Mine, and the two Mormons, be- 
ing unable to hold their ground, succeeded 
in effecting a compromise. By the terms the 
Grass Valley party took the south one-half, 
being 300 feet adjoining the Ophir, as the 
Ophir location lay before the cutting up, aud 
contracted to run a tunnel, the Mormons to 
pav one-half the expense. This the Mormons 
failed to do, and six weeks after Minor and 
his party completely jumped tne Mormons 
out by moying the stake of Sierra Nevada 300 
feet south with the consent of the Grass Valley 
party. Cook and Payu decidediy objected to 
this, and the Sierra Nevdda stake was drawn 
and moved back and forth repeatedly. Finally, 
in 1875, the Union Company quietly applied to 
Washington and obtained a patent for the 600 
feet originally taken up by Cook and Payn, and, 
of course, ¢overing the 300 feet in dispute. The 
Sierra Nevada Company protested, but too late. 
An application was put in for the reopening of 
the case, it being claimed that the patent had 
been obtained surreptitiousiy. The applica-

The Union Consolidated at present embraces 
the disputed 100 feet, the south 300 feet of the 
old Mormon location, aud 225 feet purchased 
from the old Opuir ground, at present adjoiming 
the Mexican. As before stated, the ore body now 
found is the disputed ground, and the develop- 
ment is within sixiy feet ol the undisputed 
ground of the Union Consolidated, with indica- 
tions that the matu body pitches in that cirec- 
tion. The terms of compromise whiich 
Flood proposed to Skae were to give 
Union the south fifty feet of the disputed 
ground, or, in other words, turn over the bo- 
nauza which he has been developing. Skae 
repelled the proposition defiantly, teiling Flood 
that he had found a mine and was going to hold 
it, and, further, that he desigued gaining con- 
trol of the Union Consolidated also. On the 
rejection of Mr. Fiood’s ultimatam commenced 
the struggic which resulted so disastrously to 
thousands who had invested in stocks. The 
principle invoived was aptly illustrated by the 
exvression of a prominent operator, who asscrt- 
ed his belief.thatif some person should discover 
hell, the Bonanza crew would gobole it, corner 
the brimstone, and leave everybody else out in 
the cold to freeze to death. 

Alter the impetuous onset between the great 
mining maghates, waich opened on Monday, 
and terminated in the terrific charges of 
Wednesday. when thousands were numbered 
with the slain, a truce was declared, and negotia- 
tions again opened for peace. On Wednesday, 
Mackay and Skae met on the field, and Mackay 
again renewed the proposition orig:naliy made 
by Flood—that was, that the south iilty feet of 
the disputed ground, in which the bonanza re- 
poses, be ¢eded to Union, and the remaining 259 
feet revert to Sierra Nevada. In the interval, 
Skac had beeu sorely pressed, and at the 
price to which the stock had been beaten down 
on Wednesday, his 21,000 shares. on 
owed I. M. Glazier & Co. $300,000, were reduced 
to a margin of 35 per cent, which was a figure 
extra hazardous. A further break in the stock 
might have annihiliated him, as well as his 
friends and brokers. It was expected that Skae 
would more readily consider the proposition in 
his imperiled condition. But he still defiantly 
put forth his warlike shield and bid Mackay 
to lay on. It was not in the interest of the 
Bonanza firm to break the stock any lower, as 
a further squeezing process would ruin 80 many 
people that the disaster would be irretrievable, 
and it would be impossible to prodacea reac- 
tion. It may be remarked that the ground in 
dispute was but 20s feet instead of 300. and the 
offer of Mackay was to take the south forty- 
eighty fect. If hostilities were renewed and 
greater ruin wrought even though the bon- 
anza foree were victorious ip the life and death 
struggle that was dragging down tuousands 
daily. tedious litigatlon might have still in- 
terrupted the possession of the ground. It 
was in the interest of both parties to come to 
terms. The next proposition then came from 
Skae, and it was on the basis of a pew company, 
which should be formed and take possession of 
the disputed ground between Sierra Nevada and 
Union Consolidated. This proposition was yes- 
terday under comiderstion by the besieging 
force, with favorable indications of its aeccept- 
ance. It was confidently anticipated last night 
that peace would be reached on these conditions 
and the treaty be finally ratified to-day. Ou re- 
ports being received of a probable corn promise 
the market yesterJay stiffened perceptibly.

lerk in the Deposit Department, under Seuator 
Fortamps, the Chict Director. His salary 
was 8840 a year, on which he mantained 
a town and country house, a racing 
stable, a box at the theatre, a galiery of costly 
paintings and sculpture, and a mistreas, the 
famous Lolo.“ The deoositors, mostly of the 
middle class, intrusted the bank with their 
securities, and the bank credits on its ledger 
the depositors with the value thereof, omit- 
ting to enter the numbers. As a rule the de- 
positors keep no track of the numbers, so that 
all T’Kint had to do was to take what 
shares he wanted, sell or hypothecate them, 
and, if the depositor~ were anxious to withdraw 
his securities, replace them with the other shares 
of the same company taken from some other 
depositor. But very rarely did adepositor with- 
draw his shares, because T’Kint—who was im- 
7 trusted by his immediate superior, M. 

leyvaert—was practically the manaver of the 
bauk, and permitted overdrafts, lent. money, 
and paid dividends on coupons without exachug 
the usual commission, aud so made things ost 
pleasaut for the depositors. 

Meauwhile, in September, 1875, Mr. Bischoffs- 
heim, the great financier, who hapvened to be a 
Director ju a bank with which T’Kint kept an 
acount, was surprised one day to flad among its 
securities, lodged in T’Kint’s name, 1,100 shares 
of Namur & Liege Railway stock which he recog- 
nized by the numbers as being his own prop- 
erty! He at once went to the Beuk of Belgium 
and asked for his securities, but, as luck would 
have it, the bank was just closing, and 
T’Kint put bim off till next morning. 
At 10 sharp M. Bischoffsheim was 
on hand, but T’Kiot kept dim 
occupied for fifteen minutes till he could with} 
draw the shares and produce them. The great 
financier thought this proceeuing so irregular 
that be brought the matter before the Directors. 
before whom appeared T’Kint, Sept. 27, 1875, 
and so convinced them of his own integrity and 
the prosperity to which the bank had attaiued 
under his mauagemeat, that they unanimously 
excu! pated him and gave him a vote ot thanks!! 
Warned by this narrow escape that his pusition 
was precarious, T’Kint. went to work and 
by the beginning of March, 1576, had stolen 
11,000,000 more,—say $2,200,000. They were 
about to examine bis books and securities,— 
previous to this M. Fortamps would give bim 
some days’ notice of an investigation, sign the 
ledger without looking at it, and examine a 
bundle of securities brought by T’Kint, at 
hap-hazard,“ from the vault, which, it need 
hardly be said, was always found to tally 
with the lists in the books,—and he 
‘deemed it wise to abscond with some hundreds 
of thousands of dollars“ worth of valuabies 
in his carpet-bag. He wrote to M. Fortamps 
on the 7th that he had abused the cunti- 
dence of the depositors, but would settle every- 
thing and retary irom Paris by the next du's 
tram to receive his punisiment. M. Fortam ps 


believed him, went to the station to meet hun, 


he wasn’t there, aud agreed with the Direc_ors 
not to expose the matter just then lest they 
should embarrass T’Kint in his negotiations at 
Paris to cover his defalcations. Meauwhiie, 
with his mistress, her maid and nine new 
trunks, T’Kint had fled to Liverpool, where he 
had taken passage for New York on the City 
of Paris, ou which steamer. be Was arrested at 
Queenstown, March 10, 1876. He had written 
from Paris to M. Fortamps to say that he had 
failed in his efforts to make up his losses, aud 
was en route for the Kast indies with his mis- 
tress. I have consumed,“ he said, all that 
she had laid by, and all that she had made by 
speculations. Sne has given up everything for 
me and consented to follow me. We shall 
work. You shall see, sir, of what avail is the 
sweat of the man who burns to repair a wrong! 
I am maa with grief; have pity on me and my 
sainted mother!“ 

Brought back to Brussels, T’Kint attempted 
to extenuate his offense by pleading tne emi- 
nence of his services, by putting his fortune of 
$500,000 at the bank’s disposal, and offering to 
direct it in severel speculations which would 
cover the deficit, **speculations,’’ the indict- 
ment says, whieu were suspicious even from 
the standpoint of financal morality.“ The net 
deficit, after everything possibie had been 
recovered, was, by the way, 16, 773, 000 
francs.

The general trade depression now prevail- 
ing in England may be guessed at by the 
items which now and then stray across the 
ocean by cable.

But this does not touch the 
Baumer case, or in fact the majority of 
such cases which may arise hereafter, as 
Baumer did not remain in Germany but a 
few months.

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CHURCH-ABSENTEEISM. 

The Rev. A. B. Money, of the Fifth Pres- 
byterian Church, Cincinnati, preached a ser- 
mon on Sunday last upon the subject of non- 
attendance in the Protestant churches of that 
city. The statistics upon which he based 
his sermon are sufficiently startling to have 
justified the reverend gentleman in making a 
close search for the causes, although, with all 
respect for his honesty of intentions, we 
conceive he has ignored the real ones. The 
substance of his statistics may be stated as 
follows: The Protestant population of the 
city is at least 120,000 souls, Of church- 
going age there are, say, 80,000. The seat- 
ing capacity of the Protestant churches is 
60,000 ; the membership 20,000. On Sunday 
morning last the attendance was 12,500. 
That is, a little more than one-sixth of the 
Protestants of church-going age went to 
church, and of the actual members one- 
third were at home, and in all the churches 
there were 47,500 vacant seats, It is little 
wonder that Brother Mozzr is startled at the 
rapid growth of absenteeism. 

In searching for the causes, the reverend 
gentleman found that the first was the news- 
paper which was issued on Sunday; the 
second, the existence of so many foreigners ; 
and, lastly, the want of efficiency in tho 
work of the Church. The first and second 
reasons are too weak and flippant to deserve 
notice. The third is stated too much in the 
manner of a glittering generality, and does 
not go to the roots of the trouble. In such 
an important matter as this it is wiser to 
look the truth right in the face and frankly 
concede it, because a thousand such sermons 
as the Cincinnati clergyman preached will 
not induce another soul to go to church, 
while so far as his discourse was in the na- 
ture of a rebuke it was not pointed enough 
to pierce any conscience in the pews. In 
stating what it conceives to be the reasons 
for this alarming growth of absenteeism 
from the Protestant churches, THz Caicaco 
Tumor is only actuated by a desire to help 
the clergy correct the evil, for an evil it 
assuredly is. 

The most comprehensive reason for this 
absenteeism is to be found in the growing 
tendency of the Church to become a so- 
ciety” affair, and the disposition to run 
end manage it after the manner of our social 
clubs. If one does not belong to the clique 
or coterie of society,” there is little room 
or use for him in most churches. It is com- 
ing to be necessary to go to church in your 
own carriage, with a liveried driver and 
horses that step high. The low-stepping 
borses that drag the street-cars cannot take 


of which is an alarming inerease of expense. 


Still, the statistics of Cincinnati are not 


safe guides as sources of comparison. Cin- 
cinnati never was a truly good city, 
and for some time past, notwithstanding the 
efforts of its one truly good man, the editor 
of the Gazette, it has been going more and 
more to the bad, until it is now pretty much 
given over to music, hogs, beer, and Bon 
IncERSOLL, who has recently been holding 
crowded levees to the edification of its peo- 
ple. It hag almost entirely let go of Chris- 
tianity, and one truly good man cannot save 
it, any more than Lor was able to save Sodom. 
There is too much church-absenteeism even 
in our own pious city, which does so much 
for Uhristianity, charity, and mission work; 
but it is not fair to measure our spiritual 
condition by that of such a wicked city as 
Cincinnati, which has hopelessly gone over 
to the “‘demnition bowwows.” Still, the 
causes we have indicated are also at work 
here, and they should be removed, lest we 
reach the pitiable condition of Cincinnati.

AMERICAN @EXPENDITURES IN EUROPE. 

The American Consul at Stuttgart, in 
Wurtemberg, Mr. Jon S. Porr, in his 
annual! report to the State Department, 
makes special reference to the number of 
Americans residing in Europe, their prob- 
able expenditure, and the purposes for 
which many remain in Europe for a term of 
years. He devotes a large part of his report 
to what he deems to be generally a great 
mistake: having American children edu- 
cated in European schools, especially in 
those of Germany. 

He has, by a diligent eorrespondence with 
the American Consuls in Europe, reached an 
estimate of the number of Americans visiting 
Europe annually, by which it appears that 
from July 1, 1877, to June 30, 1878, there 
arrived in Europe from the United States 
86,555 cabin passengers and 59,334 steerage 
passengers; and from Europe there arrived 
in the United States 30,974 cabin passengers 
and 77,360 steerage passengers. The steam- 
ship lines report that 80 per cent of the eabin 
p ssengers both ways were Americans, which 
would show that 29,244 American residents 
visited Europe during the year, which is 
about the average number each year. He 
also finds that the average time spent by 
Americans in Europe is two years, though 
that of the mere sight-seers is much shorter. 
Young persons, and families who go to 
Europe with children for educational 
purposes, remain from three to eight 
and ten years. Families with young 
children often remain until the young- 
est has acquired the language and 
obtained an education. There is a large 
number of American families residing on the 
Continent, whose heads have made fortunes in 
the United States, who prefer European life, 
and who live expensively, supporting con- 
siderable style, but who draw all their in- 
comes from investments in this country. 
The reasons generally given for foreign 
residence is that the educational institutions 
of the United States do not offer the advan-

Oonsid- 
ering the time thus wasted as taking a large 
fraction from the natural period of life, he 
declares that It would not be an exaggera- 
tion to say, that a bright boy in an American 
school would finish his studies with honor, 
enter upon the practice of his profession, 
make his mark in the world, and a fortune 
as well, and retire from business before some 
of the students in a German scientific school 
had completed their studies.” 

It is possible that Mr. Porr has exag- 
gerated the number of Americans residing 
abroad for an average period of two years, 
and in this way has magnified unduly the 
amount of money expended by Americans 
antiually in Europe. It is true that the av- 
erage American with a large and suddenly-ac- 
quired fortune does expend his money lav- 
ishly, and generally foolishly, hut it requires 
a great many of this class, even with the help 
of medical and musical students of both 
sexes, to expend a hundred and four mill- 
ions of dollars a year. 


EDISON’S ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

The holders of gas-stocks in England seem 
to be recovering from the fright caused by 
the announcement of Episow’s discovery of 
an electric light. The London Times of 
Nov. 14 reports an advance of 3 to 24 per 
cent in the principal stocks. On the sup- 
position that the panic was caused by rumors 
of European inventions, this advance would 
be difficult to explain. The European in- 
ventions, so far as they have been tried, have 
more than answered public expectations. 
The Secretary of the Company formed to 
operate the Rapzerr light, now in use in the 
London Times composing-room, quotes with 
approval the statement of Foxranm that 
‘* electric lighting costs annually 33 per cent 
less than gas, and gives six times more light.“ 
It is evident that the advance in gas-stocks, 
in the face of the results, is due to the belief 
that such machines as Raprerr’s are not avail- 
able for common purposes, and that the 
problem of the divisibility of the electric 
light has not been solved. Epson has been 
discredited by the scientific men to such an 
extent that the holders of gas-stocks have 
got their courage again. They believe his 
much-vaunted discovery is not going to

Two years 
ago he was elected Sheriff by a good round 
majority, and he went into the office with 
the warm friendship of those who had voted 
for him, and the confidence of tlie entire 
community. He seems to have begun to 
electioneer for a re-election almost before he 
was warm in his chair, and during the two 
years made a host of personal opponents by 
his promises and disappointments. It was 
only after a fierce struggle that he secured a 
nomination, and then his own party helped 
to defeat him. A sane man, outside of the 
influences of politics, would say that this 
experience, including the expenditure of a 
large part of the money his office yielded 
him, would have been enough,—and yet 
he was not satisfied. He seemed to 
be willing to clutch at a straw to retain his 
hold, Without the slightest prospect of 
success he has gained the reputation of de- 
siring to impose himself upon the people 
after the people had expressed their desire 
that he should retire, and there is no con- 
duct which calls out so much popular resent- 
ment. We presume from reports that come 
to us that Mr. Kxnw has reconsidered any in- 
tention he may have had to resist the popular 
will, whether he has been persuaded by more 
judicious friends or whether he has become 
convinced of the inefficiency of injunctions 
in such a case, and that he will turn over his 
office, publie property, and prisoners to- 
morrow, take his receipt from Maj.

It is 
coming to be necessary for the coterie of 
church society to puf.on an air of exclusive- 
ness that freezes out those who do not move 
within its limits.

In the second place, the management of 
‘* society in the Church, as elsewhere, in- 
volves an immense expense. The expense 
of the carriage and dress is but one item. 
The expenses of social competition are 
always an onerous tax. The fashionable 
church, or any church in which “ society” 
controls affairs, must of necessity impose 
very heavy pew-rents and: frequent assess- 
ments to make the wheels go round. When 
the rent of a pew in one of these churches 
averages as much cost as the rent of the 
average workingman’s house, how in the 
name of all that is mathematical and moral 
can a workingman afford to go to church? 
It will not do to say that the working- 
man can have a back seat in the 
gallery. The workingman has some pride. 
He can have his seat in the theatre, 
or the concert, or in any worldly 
entertainment at the same price as the rich, 
and he meets them there on the level. His 
natural pride revolts at being stuck off in a 
corner where he is the -ictim of sc-cial distine- 
tions. If a man is expected to :'0 to a church 
that cares nothing for him, because he is 
not in society, it is but natural that he 
should soon care notbiny tur the church and 
stay at home. There is one Protestant church 
in this city whose seating capacity is 2,000, 
and there are aiw ve 2,000 people in the 
seats.

This number does not represent students 
alone; it includes families and others who 
accompany their children during the period 
of their studies; and there are other places 
besides those named where Americans are 
studying languages, art, and science. But 
putting the average expense of each person 
thus engaged in acquiring an education at 
$650 a year, the expenditure for those 
enumerated would be $4,500,000 a year, and 
Mr. Potrer thinks this money, in an educa- 
tional way, might be more profitably ex- 
pended at home.

Tbe Government institutions of the United 
States. and the whole current of practical life 
under tnem, . is so different from those in Europe 
that the wisdom of sending American youths to be 
educated where they will * constantly subject to 
teachings and ‘Influences that are incompatible 
with the institutions upon which the prosperity 
and existence of their country devends, and under 
which they must live, may be safely questioned. 
Parente who love their country would do well, 
before sending their children abroad, to satisfy 
themselves that the precise culture they seek for 
them cannot be attained in a higher degree, quick- 
er, cheaper, and more practical in character at 
nome. , Instances are known where, to 
learn the, German language, American children 
have crossed sea and land to enter a large 
school in Southern Germany, in which 
the text-books or grammer used were 
printed and published in Beston and New Haven. 
and tne instruction given by an eminent and gifted 
Professor who acuuired the mastery of the German 
and other languagesgin America. But. while Amer- 
ican young tadies, and gentlemen, and children 
are pursuing studies abroad. they naturally fall 
into the free. and easy ways of the social tife that 
surrounds them, and unconsciously imbibe a love 
of f customs, which makes them reetiess 
under moral restraints and weakens their attach- 
ment to tae Jaws and stems of their native land; 
and thus, with rare exceptions. they become un- 
fitted for nearly all the paths of practical, ener- 
getic life under the republican insütuuons of the 
United States.

It is 
something’ like the confidence of Warts, 
ARKWRIGHT, Furrox, and STzepHenson, each 
in himself; and every great inventor has 
been compelled to persevere in the face of 
the same obloguy before he has been suc- 


cessful. 
Mr. Epison has given some important 


clews on which it is possible to base an 
opinion of the feasibility of his invention. 
The most important statement that he has 
yet made concerns the method of using 
power in the proposed light. His critics 
have maintained that it would be impossible 
for him to use power more economically than 
it is now used in the manufacture of gas. 
The turning of water into steam, which is 
necessary for the WaLLace machine, involves 
a great loss of heat; then there will bea 
loss by friction in machinery, a great 
loss by induction, and a loss in heat at the 
burner. Precisely at this point Mr. Eprson 
explains the whole philosophy of his system. 
There is aloss by heat at the burner, it is 
true, but that loss, as compared with the loss 
by heat in burning gas, is only as one to ten. 
Nine parts in ten of byrning gas go away in 
heat; one part in ten makes light. The 
carbon in gas which is imperfectly consumed 
is correlated in heat; and it is not possible 
to consume more than one part in ten. If 
the whole volume of gas at any given burner 
could be condensed into’ one-tenth of the 
space, and burned, the intensity of the light 
would be increased, Mr. Epison says, nearly 
thirty-seven times. Now, in the case of 
electricity the effect is that of condensation. 
Only one part in ten of the power is used 
for the production of heat, while nine parts 
in ten are turned into light. Any person 
who desires to test roughly the truth of this 
observation ean do so by putting his hand 
first near a gas-burner and then nea¥ an 
electric light. It will be found that the heat 
emitted from gas is, the difference of inten-

“THE GRAND JURY. 


Why: They Failed to Indict Mike 
McDonald. 


Willard Woodard Tells the Whole Story 
--Commissioners Persuading 
Jurors. 


Harry Hildreth and Other Jurors Visit- 
ing McDonald’s Saloon. 


The Grand Jury yesterday had a spirited ses- 
sion while winding up its business. The Knecht 
murder case, in which the jurors found indict- 
ments against the three persons supposed to be 
concerued in the affair, and which has already 
been reierred to, was the basis of a lenethy dis- 
pute, and this was supplemented by a wrangle 
on a motion to reconsider the indictment of 
John F. Callahan, of South Bend, charged with 
swindling certain wholesale boot aud shoe men 
ia this city by obtaining goods under false pre- 
tenses. The motion to reconsider in the latter 
case prevailed, the influence of the defendant 
being more powerful, evidently, than the evi- 
dence against him; but in the former the result 
of the previous day was not materially changed. 

About 3 o’clock in the afternoon, the strife 
being over, the jury revorted, the foreman, Mr. 
Woodard, announcing that 116 cases had been 
heard and that he had sixty true bills to return, 
about which there was no dispute. He banded 
the true bills tothe Courtand also the “no 
bills,” and then went on to call the attention of 
Judge Gary to the facet that 

IN THE KNECUT CASE 
there had been soine trouble. 

Judde Gary said the question presented to 
him the day before in the Knecht case—a recon- 
sideration of a reconsideration—was a new one, 
and be bad been unable to find any law con- 
trolling it. It used to be, he said, the practice 
to present au indictmeat to the Jury before the 
case bad been heard, and then the Jury passed 
upon it; but custom had chaugedthe rule so 
that now the language of an indictment Pus 
never known tothe jury. The change was con- 
venient, but he dui not regard it as right, and 
thought that the indictment should be read to 
the jury before it was returned, and that, as to 
the matter ot reconsidering, the question was 
parliameutary rather thao legal. 

Mr. Chase, of the jury, who had been fore- 
most in changing his mind in several cases after 
indictments had been found, arose to make a 
speecn and to defend the actiou of the jury in 
the Knecht case in reconsidering the iadict- 
ment of Constantine. 

The Court replied that, since there was obje@ 
tion to the return in thal case, the best thing to 
do was to poll the jury. 

Mr. Chase said the indictment was not ob- 
jected to, except so far as Constantine was con- 
cerned, The jury were a unit, he said, on the 
question of the guilt of O’Donnell aud Con- 
ners. 7 

Judge Gary thought over the matter a mo- 
ment, and responded that the explanation seem- 
ed to complicate affairs, but be subsequently 
ordered that tne jury be polled, and several 
members arose and said that, in voting tor the 
indictment of Constantine, they did not know 
what they were doing. 

The polling of the jury was then proceeded 
wits, the question being whether Constantine 
should be indicted or not, and the vote was as 
follows, putting every one of them on record: 

Yeas--Woodard, Pearce, Bailey, Storm, Bar- 
clay. Bush, Allen, Gifford, Brown—9. 

Aaye—Daemicko, Meyer, Bauer. Hersey, Ker- 
rigan, Hikireth, Wolf, Harrington, Chase, Han- 
lan, Burbach, Morris, Noel —13. 

The indictment was then returned in the 


Knecht case except as to Constantine, and the 


Court remarked that he supposed the question 
would go to the Supreme Court, aud was very 
careful to instruct the Clerk in making up tbe 
record. Among the other bills returned was 
ove against Henry Fuchs for bigamy; two 
against John Levizev, pawubroker, for receiving 
stolen goods; one against John Ackerson for 
attempting to ravish a 10-year-old giri; and one 
against Waldo Brewster for forgery. 

After the jury bad been discharged a reporter 


called upon 

WILLARD WOODARD, 
the foreman, for an explanation of the strife 
which had seemed to ¢baracterize the body. He 
did not want to say much, vet he was willing to 
explain bis own conduct in the Kuecht murder

Evidence was introduced showing that our police 
entered McDonald's rooms kept for gambling: that 
they found from twelve to fifteen men around a 
faro-table with a full *‘ lay-out,’ with the appear- 
ance that they had just risen from their chairs: 
that the chips were cistributed on the table; that 
efforts were being hastsiy made to hide tae chips; 
that one man was seen to quickly take up a roi! of 
bills; that there were other apparatus for gambling 
around the room; that 1 and 
claimed the property as his own, afterwards 
repievied it. 

Un this state of facts, uncontradicted, the jury 
did not find a true oill, concluding that Michael 
C. McDonald did not keepa gamblingshouse. A 
reconsideration was had and the matter was thor 
oughly discussed, and the jury agein failed to find 
that Michael C. McDonald kept a gambling-house. 

It wae charged and admitted that J. W. Hersey, 
J. H. Hildreth, and J. C. Harrington visited the 
said McDonaia’s house during the consideration 
before the jury. and we have been informed and 
beheve that two other members of the jury did the 
same. This was. we think, one reason why it 
was not found that Michael McDonald did keep a 


gam bling-bouse. 
Another reason was the interference of County 


Commissioners. 8. F. Meyer, a County Commis- 


sioner, met M. B. Storm, one of the jury (the 
said Storm having deen invited into a saloon by a 
juryman who did not think that McDonald kept a 
gam oling-bouse), and urged him not to indict Me- 
Donald. Mr. Storm would not be influenced. In 
the same saloon there was another Commissioner 
in earnest conversation with one of oar jurymen, 
who was afterwards unable to see the propriety of 
an indictment. 

County Commissioners appoint Grand Juries. 
Professional jurors want jobs. Will they not do 
the win of those who appoint them, when corrupt- 
ly approached? 

We submit that there is an evil here to be cor- 

cted. f 
Several of the Grand Jury visited the jail, con- 
versed with the prisoners, and used these con- 
versations to influence the jury against the sworn 
testimony. On these unsupported statements, bills 
that bad been found on evidence were recon- 


sidered. 
11 was surprising to notice how new light, from 


time to time, dawned upon some of our members 
upon cases passed, without à particle of additional 
testimony submitted tothe jury. Tais light came 


from the outside world. 
Michae! McDonald holds a saloon-license for his 
establishment with its gambling attachment. Our 
policemen. in the execution of legal processes, are 
fired upon iz this licensed saloon.

THE RAILROADS. 


RAILROAD DISCRIMINATION. 

The grain receivers held aregular meeting 
yesterday afternoon in the Directors’ room of 
the Chamber of Commerce, A. M. Wright in 
the chair. The meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of discussing the present discriminations 
against Chicago. Speeches were made. by 
Messrs. W. J. Pope, Culver, Adams, Bensley, 
Dunham, Baldwin, Rumsey, Wright, and others. 
Mr. Pope’s speech covered a wide scope, he 
having been a member of the Board of Trade 
Transportation Committee. He gave some very 
interesting facts which bave come under his ob- 
servation in regard to railroad ‘imiuations, 
both East and West. 

Several of those present gave instances of 
sharp practice on the part of verious railroads, 
by cutting and ailowing rebates on grain 
shipped around this point. One gentleman 
stated that 600 cars of grain had deen shipped 
through this city to Milwaukee from Atchison, 
Kas., by the Burlington Koad. The rate from 
Lockport to this city is six cents, but the Michigan 
Southern, by allowing arebate of four cents, re- 
duces the rate from Lockport on grain shipped 
— this city to two cents, while freight con- 
signed to this city must pay the full rate of six 
cents. Numerous other instances of discrimina- 
tions were cited, and it was stated that tuis city 
bad lost au untold amount of business by this 
unfair and unjust action of the railroads. 

It was stated, furthermore, that the Rock 
Island Road was carrying grain to go around 
this city from points on the canal for two cents 
a hundred, and that the officials were braggiug 
that tlrev could break up the entire canal trans- 
portation business, tnen exact their own 
rates, Now, it was held that if the road could 
allord to carry grain at one time fortwo cents 
it could do so again. 

The Northwestern, it was c 
ipg grain to Chicago for 30 te, and through 
Chicago aud to Milwaukee for 20 cents. What 
was wanted was that our own roads in this 
State should carry grain as cheaply at points 
in the State as to points outside, and not to car- 
ry erain through the State into others at a less 
rate ol transportauion than to points within IIli- 
nois territory. Some of the gentlemen have 
taken the advice of eminent legal counsel, and 
they propose ty have some music in the air soon. 
They denounced the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commisaioners and their inefficient Secretary 
as a body of elecant nouentities, who had sat 
down and reguiarly drawn their salaries, and 
had not been of the least service to the people. 
They knew more about railroad passes and ho- 
tel bills than about grain or its transportation. 

It is proposed to test the legality of the entire 
railroad pooling arrangement, and proceed 
against all the companies in this State by quo 
warranto for the revocation of their charters on 
the ground that they have entered into unjust 
and unholy combinations against the peace and 
dignity of the State of illinois. Also, to pro- 
ceed against cach of the roads to recover the 
amounts overcharged on every car of grain en- 
tered in this aity since the pool was formed. 
The grain receivers propose to move in their 
might. They have retained eminent legal coun- 
sel, and they sa? that they will have théir rights. 

As an end to the whole discussion, Mr. Culver 
moved that the whole matter ve left tothe 
Transportation Committee, which was carried. 

On motion of Mr. Bensley, Messrs. Charles E. 
Cuiver, Cyrus H. Adams, A. H. Pickering, and 
Chairman Wright were added to the Committee. 

The Committee was empowered to employ a 
Secretary to gather uo aud collate facts in re- 
gard to this matter; also to emplpy counsel, 
and a general power to act, and at once; also to 
confer with the railroad companics, and to re- 
port back at their earliest opportunity, making 
such suggestions as they may deem best.

LITIGATION.

INDIANAPOLIS, Noy. 30.—In the suit of the 
St. Louis, Alton & Terre Haute Raflroad against 
the Indianapolis & St. Louis ‘‘ Bee-Line,” Pitts- 
burg & Fort Wayne, Cincinnati & Lafayette, 
Pennsylvania, and Peunsylvauia Central Com- 
panies, Judge Gresham to-day rendered a de- 
cision for plaintiff. The roads interested in the 
line from here to Terre Haute leased the Alton 
Line from Terre Haute to St. Louis, guarantee- 
ing 30 per cent of the gross earnings, or at least 
$450,000 a year, except the Pennsyivania Road 
and the Cincinnati & Lafayette: These guaran- 
teeing roads are also owners Of the line between 
here and Terre Haute, and gre reguiarly paid 
interest on the construction-bonds they bold, 
while default has been made in the payment of 
the guarantee to the Alton Compavy. The 
Court bolds that the guarantors cannot pay 
themselves this interest to the detriment of the 
Alton Koad, and decides that the amount of 30 
per cent of the gross earnings be paid into court 
for the benefit of the leased line, and that no 
more interest paid until this guarautee is 
tirst discharged. The de fault was caused largely 
oy the withdrawal of the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, and lease by that of the Fort Wayne & 
Chicago Road, and a division of traflic over the 
Vandalia Line, a rival to the St. Louis Road. 
The Court said that it would take jurisdiction 
of the question as to compelling the Pennsylva- 
nia Company to pay ite proportion of the guar- 
anty assumed by the Fort Wayne Road, which 
guaranty was in force when the Pennsylvania 
took control of the Fort Wayne interest. 

NORTHWESTERN UNION. 

New York, Nov. 30.—Mr. Ten Have, of Am- 
sterdam, a Director of the Chicago & North- 
western Railroad, has published a defense of 
his firm iu regard tothe negotiation of the North- 
western Union Railroad bonds. The North- 
western Union Railroad is one of 
the Chicago & Northwestern Company’s 
so-called proprietary roads. It was pro- 
jected in 1872 to be 140 miles in length, and a 
mortgage in anticipation of its construction at 
the rate of $25,000 a mile was recorded. Bonds 
under this mortgage were issued and negotiated 
in Hollaud tothe amount of $3,500,000, but 
only sixty-two and five-cighths miles of the road 
were ever built, so that the bonds, instead of 
being secured by one mile of road for each $25,- 
000, are only secured by one mile of road for 
each 857.500 of bonds. Mr. Ten Have says be 
bas called the attention of the Board to the 
matter repeatedly, aud promises the Dutch 
bondholders that the security will be filled ac- 
cording to the Mortgage act.

SENATOR PATTERSON. 


His Views About Things. 

Senator John J. Patterson, of South Carolina, 
arrived ip the city yesterday en route to Washing- 
ton. He has just returned from the Indian Terri- 
tory where he went as a member of the Comiuis- 
sion sent out by the Senate to investigate affairs 
in that part of the country, atid report on the ad- 
visability of giving to the [ndian Territory a form 
of government similar to that of the other Terri- 
tories of the United States. The Commission 
found there, he says, a very wonderful, and, in 
the main, highly satisfactory, condition of affairs. 


The Chickasuws and Cherokees are quite advanced 
in civilization, aud deserve to be put on an equality 
with the citizens of the other Territories. The 
Commission further discovered that the schools 
among these natione were excellent, and, witha!, 
numerous, It is stated on very good authority that 
90 per cent of the children attend there schools for 
ten months in the year. Tue percentage in Massa- 
chusetts is only about 65, And the Commission 
could not believe the assertion in regard to the 
Indian Territory until they had taken 
evidence on that point. At present the Territory 
is governed solely by the Indiaua themselves, and 
nearly one-halfof them are Officesolders. Tue 
Terruory. they found, was ruin natural advan- 
tages. and, as itis about as jorge as the whole of 
New England, it is thought be altogether too 
valuable to be given over teafew thousand In- 
dians. Tne Commissioner will undoubtedly re- 
port in favor of giving it a Ter alform of gov- 
ernment, aad allowing white men to pre-empt and 
occupy land there.

„ have traveled during the summer from Wash- 
ington to San Francisco,“ he stated. and I have 
yet to ud a single prominent man who does not 
favor his nomination, We have a Solid South to 
face, and Gen. Grant is the only man who can 
unite the North to such a degree as to secure the 
success of tue Republican party in 1880.

The Talk of an Attempt to Try te Have 
Him Impeached.

What Has Already Been Done in a Pre- 
1844 liminary Way. 


There have been mutterings for the past 
week—evyer since, in fact, the adjournment of 
the United Staves Grand Jury—that the sup- 
pression of that verjury indictment against 
Register Hibbard would ultimately result in 
the attempt to secure the commence- 
ment of impeachment proceedings against 
Judge Blodgett, of the United States 
District Court, who, according to Dis- 
trict-Attorney Bangs himself and all the 
Grand Jurors who have yet been beard from, 
gave the instructions which led directly or indi- 
rectly to-its being withdrawn. The rumor has 
grown and grown, like the rolling snowball, and 
has at last become so common on the streets, 
and, in short, everywhere, as to demand more 
than a passing notice. It took the form yester- 
day afternoon of a statement in an evening paper 
of this city that a resolution looking to 
Judge Rlodgett’s impeachment would be intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives at a very 
early day; and that an investigation, which was 
to be made the basis of 8, had already 
been commenced by a numbef of well-known 
attorneys, the necessary expenses of the pro- 
ceedings to be covered by aguarantee fund pro- 
vided by a rumber of prominent merchants,

yesterday afternoon pretty well confirms the

MR. BRADLEY, THE CLERK OF THE COURT, 
bad advised him to do as he had done about re- 
porting fees. Now, it so happened that Mr. 
Bradley heard of this, came before the Com- 
mittee of his own motion, confronted Mr. Hib- 
bard, and said he had giveu him vo such advice 
at avy time, but that he had always told bim 
his course was wrong. At this time Judge 
Blodgett’s name was never mentioned, and 
it will readily occur to ay one 
that, with this set-back from Mr. Bradley, Mr. 
Hibbard would have said something about 
Judge Blodgett haa the latter ever given the 
covstruction which Mr. Hibbard now claims he 
did gives, All tais points to the conclusion that 
Judge odgett gave no such construction. 
What was the necdof it? The law is very 
plain—sweeping, in fact—requiring the Register 
to make returns of all fees, emoluments, etc., 
of every kind.’ Andit wasan outrage, if he 
did give the construction which he now says he 
did, aud which Mr. Hibbard clings to 
as a saving-plank. Judge Blodgett, if 
he was giving proper advice as 
to the law of Congress, would necessarily have 
said to Mr. Hibbard, ‘* Well, the safer way aud 
the proper way to dois to follow the spirit of 
the law and giye just what your fees were.’ 

BUT THERE IS ANOTHER POINT. — 
I am given to understand that, even under this 
alleged construction. Mr. Hibbard’s reports are 
out of the way several thousands ot dollars. 
For instance: From June 30, 1874, to June 30, 
1875, his reports were false dy his 
own showing, and on this alleged con- 
struction over $1,600.

Lexineron, Ky., Nov. 30.—Jackson, the coun- 
ty seat of Breathitt County, distant about ninety 
miles from Mount Sterling, has been the scene 
of a serious outbreak and bloodshed during the 
week. The place has a bad reputation for 
lawlessness, and it is not a great while since a 
detachment of the State Guard was required to 
order. The present trouble results 
from a collision between two rival bands of out- 


. Jaws, one under Capt. Bill Strong, of Home- 


Guard fame, and the other Jack Aikman. The 
Strong party took possession of the town Mon- 
day, committing many acts of lawlessness, and 
getting reckless from drink. During the after- 
noon the Aikman party, twelve or fifteen 
strong, rode into town and made an attack on 
the Strongs. Thirty or forty shots were 
discharged, two taking effect on William and 
Daniel Freeman. The former was shot 
through the body, the latter through the bead. 
They were removed late in the afternoon to 
their homes, several miles up the river. Daniel 
Freeman is recovering, but William is dead. 
Strong and his followers received no injuries, 
‘but barricaded themselves in a little log cabin 
about 100 yards from the Court-House, where 
they had previously stacked their arms. Aik- 
man and his party sought shelter in the Court- 
House, and a regular interchange of shots was 
kept up during the whole afternoon. One of 
the Freemans who fell in the middle of the 
street when shot was forced to lie there for two 
hours, bis friends fearing to attempt his re- 
moval. During this strife, hideous yells and 
shouts of defiance could be heard from both 


parties. 

The next morning (Tuesday) it was discov- 
éred that Aikman and purty had withdrawn 
from the Court-House, and quartered them- 
selves near the river bank, while Strong and his 
clan held their fort untaken. About 10 o’clock 
Strong retirea, and soon thereafter straggling 
drunken men, well armed, to parade the 
streets in defiance of all la order.

A JUDGE OF THE UNSTED STATS SUPREME COURT 
VS. THE PRESIDENT OF THE MUTUAL LIFE-IN- 
SURANCE COMPANX. 

‘+ It was the objeet of the Court to lay down the 
law, namely, that a policy of life-insurance, which 
has run for some period of time, Aas an equitable 
value, of which it uld be unjust to deprive the 
assured, without any fault of his own.” 

The above extract from a letier addressed by one 
of the Judges of the United States Supreme Court 
to a distinguished Actuary in Boston, refers to the 
decision of that Coart in the case of Statam vs. 
New York Life-Insurance Company, and is in ac- 
cordance with the simplest principles of decency 
and equity. After the decision was rendered, the 
two worthies who conduct the affairs of the Mutual 
Life-Insurance Company, with no more regard to 
the interest and wishes of its policy-holders or its 
trustees than if such persons had no existence, 
devised a plan for overriding or circumventing the 
decision, and it is found in the foilowing stipula- 
tions which form a part of every policy (by express 
agreement in all applications) now issued by the 
largest company in the world: 

; That no return of the premium paid, 
nor of any portion thereof, or of a surrender value, 
either in cash or in paid-up or other insurance, 
shall be made by or claimed from the Company 
under tne laws of any of the United States now or 
hereaftet enacted; and the said applicant, in con- 
sideration of the issuing of the policy applied for, 
hereby waives all benefit and advantage of any 
such law. 

It is safe to predict that with the eyesof the 
public scrutinizing their conduct more sharply 
than ever, no other Company will dare to repeat 
this piece of infamy. The agreement which pro- 
posing policy-holders in the Mutual Life are clan- 
destineiy induced to enter into (for few ever read 
or keep a copy of their applications) is one of the 
most monstrous outrages which the history of life- 
insurance swindling has ever developed. 

THE ENORMOUS TOTAL OF LAPSED INSURANCE. 
One of the most serious drawbacks to life-insur- 

ance is occasioned by the very large number of 

lapses occurring chiefly among persons in sourd 
health, either by forfeiture, by surrenders for 
cash, or by exchanges for paid-up insurances.

One of the principal defects of life-insurance is 
that arising from the abuse of the proxy system. 
The officers of the large companies have diligently 
collected, through agents, a vast number of prox- 
ies, sufficient in number to perpetuate their power 
and tenure of offi¢e despite the efforts of those in- 
terested. This is all wrong, and should be 
stopped. In Massachusetts there is a law probib- 
iting any insurance officer from procuring, holding, 
or casting, directly or indirectiv. a proxy. The 
State Legisiatares should enact that no proxy 
should be valid except for the election named in 
the instrument, or that they should be vaifd for 
one year from the dates when given. 

In view of the recent action of the Mutual Life 
donating 30 per cent of the regular premiums 
on new {insurances for two years, thus admitting 
new members on terms more favorable than those 
exacted from older members, we would suggest that 
every policy-holder in that Company should at 
once write to the officers recalling and canceling 
any proxy previously given. This would be a mi 1 
but elective rebuke for their conduct, which, to 


and yet, with a few unimportant exceptions, 
one of them has the slightest evidence of his right 
to any portion of his own money in case he should 
be unwilling or unable to continue his payments, 
The time is soon coming when no man will accept 
from any life company a policy-contract which does 
not stipulate in specific terms the exact amount, in 
cash or in paid-up insurance, to which he would be 
entitled at the end of each year, should he choose 
to cancel his policy.

The Chicago produce markets were rather tame 
Saturday, and averaged easier, in sympathy with 
duliness in New York, and sparse news from I er- 
pool. The last day of the month did not bring 
with it any special pressure to provide for De- 
cember deliveries, and there were not many 
offerings, the property seeming to have 
been mostly placed previously; but there were 
few outside ordera, and local buyers seemed to 
have lost the confidence they exhibited earlier in 
the week. Hogs were dull, and this made products 
weak. Wheat declined %c, and corn fell off me, 
but there was a better demand for flour for ship- 
ment. Saturday theoretically closed the season of 
navigation, leaving the forwarding business to the 
railroads. 

Jobbers of staple and fancy dry goods reported a 
quiet and tncbanged market. For the time of 
year the demand was fairly satisfactory, being 
quite up to the average. In the grocery market 
there was nothing new tonote. Trade was fair 
and prices of most descriptions were steadily held. 
Coffees are handled with some reserve, prices still 
being in an unsettled state. The dried fruit trade 
continues reasonably active with prices generally 
wel] sustained. Fish remained quiet and steady. 
The butter trade was dull for all grades 
below choice. Desirable table butter was wanted 
at fully previous prices, sales making at 
20@25c. Cheese was dull and unchanged. There 
was little change in the leather, bagging. tobacco, 
coal and wpod markets, Coal and wood were dull 
and unchanged. 

The yard lumber market was steadv under a 
moderate demand from the interior.

THE LEAGUE MEETING. 

There is promise of a lively time when the 
League meets at Cleveland next Tuesday. This 
year the discussion will not * over the merits 
of any particular brand of ball, or the rascalities 
ot players. gut upon what the versonne! of the 
Leacut itself shall be next year, and this is 
probally as important a matter as could be 
brought up. Because Tum Tamexz has on 
yarious occasions seen fit to criticise 
some of the actions ot the International] Asaacia- 
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chabs belonging to it, those papers published in 
cities where there are International nines have 
persistently abused this paper, no matter what 
the facts might be. Their zeal in defending the 
International Association is pleasing enough iu 
itself as an exhibition of perseverance in the 
face of difficulties, but aside from this 
is not of much consequence, The Buffalo 
Courier has done yoeman service in this 
line in the face of facts which would have ap- 
palled an ordinary person, but now it is plainly 
to be seen that ali this hullabaloo was kept up 
simply because the Buffalo Club was an Inter- 
national instead of a League organization. It 
has been stated in these columns that the club 
was desirous of entering the League next year, 
and, as soon as the news traveled back to Buf- 
ialo and was confirmed by the officers of the 
club, toe Cowrer immediately put away ite old 
tune and brought out au entirely different one, 
on which it bas been practicing with great vigor 
ever since. Not content with praising the 

it turns on the unfortunate Internpe- 
tionals aod abuses them with the zeal and abii- 
ity of a fishwoman, robbers being a favorite 
term by which to indicate them. It says: 

The League contains the very cream of the ball 
fraternity, and there will be no clubs breaking up 
during the season and robbing otuer clubs of their 
just dues, as has been the Case this year at the ex- 

nse of the Buffalos. It certainly is wiser for our 

Jirectors to embrace the opportunity of entering 
the League pow before the roll closes, as it does 
Dec, 4, than to wait until Feb. 10 for the Interna- 
tional Convention at Albany, end then perhaps get 
into nothing, for it is not at ali certamm teat the lat- 
ter organization will continue another year after 
ite farcical and disgracefu! performances of 1878. 
And even if there were an Internationa) Associa- 
tion the nearest club would be at Utica, and it 
would be very difficalt to get clubs to come to Buf- 
falo except to play championship games. Buffalo 
supported a number of international clube last sea- 
sou who found good audiences here and never 
furnished them when at home. Altogether, we 
think our citizens are to be congratulated in get- 
ting out of bad company and iato good. 

It is the same in otber cities where Interna- 
tional clubs hang out. Every one of them ac- 
cuses all the others of being frauds and crim- 
inals, the scale ranging from chicken-roost de- 
populators to burgiars. Now that thereisa 
possibility that some of them may get into the 
League, there isa general disposition to take 
back allthe things that have been said deroga- 
tory to that institution, and each club has pre- 
sared a-repast of crow which it is not only will- 
ug but anxious toeat. The friends of the top- 
lofty Stars, who bave a well-deflued idea that 
the sun makes its daily journey expressly for 
the benefit of Syracuse, are now quite ready to 
admit that the League is all that was ever 
claimed for it, the reason being that the Stars 
have received a sort of semi-ollicial notification 
that they can come into the League next season. 
It is doubtiess quite true that the Stars and 
Buffalos will be admitted, but iu regard to the 
Albanys and others, about which there 
has been considerable talk, nothing 
definite has been settled upon. The Mu- 
waukees are still in tue ring, although 
badly disfigured, and “Proprietor” Rogers 
is leading the forlorn. hope. He has 
adopted avery extraordinary course to square“ 
the Club,—that of paviug bills due players and 
others after Manager Chapman had denied in 
the most positive terms that they existed, and 
the inaccuracy of his statements had been 
shown by Tus Trisung. His “organ” in Cin- 
einuati says he is going to settle them all before 
the League meets, and by coming before that 
body with a clean balance-sheet hopes to obtain 
another seasun’s lease of life for his menagerie. 
Joe Eilick’s ciaim, the organ anys, has been 
sent for, and will be liquidated. Whether or 
not the bill of Mr. Starr, proprietor of the Hol- 
land House at Rockford, is also to be paid, the 
organ“ does not state, but probably it will 
be. A Rockford gentleman, writing to Tur 
TRIBUNE under date of Noy. 22, says: 

The true inwarcness of the Milwaukees is that 
they are franae, or nearly so. They played here 
during the latter part of the season, and not only 
left without paying their hotel bill, but borrowed 
enough of Mr. Starr, the proprietor of the Holland 
House, to get out of town with, making hotel bil) 
and horrowed money in all $50, giving Mr. Starr a 
sight-draft on Mr. Rogers, of Milwaukee, for the 
amount as security. The drait, upon presentation, 
was protested, aud has not been paid at present 
writing. I hope they will remain in the League. 
We certarnly do not want to see them until they 
pay up, —or shut up. 

Tne facts in the case of the Milwaukee Ciub 
have been so fully presented in these columns 
that at this time no repetition of them is neces- 
saty. It would be very extraordinary, iadeed, 
were the League to permit itself to be disgraced 
by a member that goes around the country 
bilking hotels, and keeping its plavers iu a 
state of constant demoralization because of 
unpaid salaries. If it continues such a mem- 
ber iu good standing it will be a matter of sur- 
prise to its friends and patrons. The Milwau- 
kee matter will come before the Directors, who 
meet Tuesday evening. These gentlemen are 
Messrs. Hulbert of Coicago, Neff of Cincinnati, 
Rogers of Mitwaukee, Pettit of Indianapolis, 
and Soden of Joston. Under the rules Rogers 
cannot act as a member of the Committee while 
the case of his Club ts being considered, and. 
as the Indianapolis Ciub is defunct, Mr. Pettit 
will probably not be on hand. This leaves 
Messrs. Hulbert. Neff. and Soden as the men 
who will decide the matter, and they will prob- 
ably see that justice is done. Their report will 
be made to the League, which meets Wednes- 
day, and the final action in the matter will be 
taken by that bods 

The same pavers which are detending the Mil- 
waukees so vigorously are remarkably oracular 
in their utterances as to what the League will 
or will not do at its forthcoming meeting. Every 
one of them “knowa one League celegate”’ 
who will not do this, or that, or the other thing. 
But with all their assumed knowledge they are 
very careful not to indicate anvthing that will 
be done, for the very good reason thai they have 
not the slightest knowledge oa that poiut. Tus 
TRIBUNE is aware of several matters outside of 
the Milwaukee case that will come up. One of 
them is the compiaint of The Only Nolan,“ 
who was discharged by the Indianapolis Club 
for lack of virtue. During the past month or 
so be has been hanging around Boston and 
Providence, lobbying for reinstaliment, which it 
is pot at all probable will be accorded him. 

Another matter will be the introduction by 
the Boston Ciub of an amendment to Sec. 15, 
Rule 6, of the League Piaying Rules. This sec- 
tion now provides that: Any base runner 
who shall in any wav interfere with or obstruct 
a ficlder while attempting to. catch a tair fle 
ball. or a foul ball, shall be declared out. If 
he willfuliy obstructs a fielder from fielding a 
ball he shall be declared out, and if a batted 
ball strike him he shall be declared out.“ Un- 
der this rule, witha man on first, and another 
on third, with one out, the runner on first may 
save a double play aud let in the run from third 
by allowing the ball to hit him, or be may pre- 
vent the ball from being fielded home on a hit 
along the ground in bis direction. The amend- 
ment to be submitted by the Bostons will pro- 
vide that all base runners, except the one hit 
and the batsman who hits the ball, shail return 
to their respective bases, thus preventing the 
accomplishment of the play possible under the 
rule as ft now stands. 

The Chicago Ciub will propose an amendment 
to the Constitution. Seg 5, Art. 9, of the 
Constitution, reads: “ N& game of ball shall 
be plaved between a League Club and any other 
club employing or presenting in its nine a player 
expelled from the League.” The amendment 
of tbe Chicago Club will consist in the addition 
of the following: Nor shall any League Club 
play any club that has, at any time during the 
same playing season, played a game of ball with 
any other club emploving or presenting in its 
nine any player expelled from the League for 
seliing, attempting, or conspiring to sell, any 
game of ball.’ 

This is a wholesale kind of provision, but will 
effectually bar all players who have been proven 
dishonest from obtaining employment. It will 
keep them out of the business; just what is 
wanted. The other business transacted by the 
League will occur in the following order: Read- 
ing minutes of last meeting. Report of Board 
of Directors. Miscellaneous business. Amend- 
ment of Constitution. Amendment of Playing 
Rules. Election of new members. Election of 
ollicers.

vad marked out in the beginning, and had his 
reward in the honor of flying the champion flag 
for many more seasons than any other manager. 

It is all very pretty on paper, this selecting 
of “ figure nines,” and there are still afew rest- 
less idiots roaming around who insist that fig- 
ures won't lie; but they will, and not only this, 
but will perform such extraordinary feats in 
that direction that, were they to be attempted 
by the tongue of man, that useful member 
would undoubtedly become paralyzed.

SHERIFF HOFFMANN. 


Ignominious End of the Attempt to Keep 
Him Out of Office. 

There was hardly a word said yesterday about 

the abortive attempt to keep Sheriff Hoffmann 

out of his offic

during the spring election, and by a few dissat- 
isfied Republican soreheads, whose enmity 
to Hoffmann has remained unabated since 
be won the day in the Convention, turned out to 
be one of the deadest failures that this city has 
ever seen.

THE SHERIFF'S OFFICE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CHIcaGo, Nov. 30.—I know of nothing that a 
Sheriff can hold on to to prevent the expiration 
of his office. Ifa Sheriff has commenced the 
execution of a writ, he may complete it after 
the expiration of his office. That is, if he has 
served a summons while in office, he may return 
it afterwards; or, if he has levied an execution, 
he may proceed and sell the property levied 
upon, notwithstanding hig term of office bas ex- 
pired and another is Sheriff. Possession of the 
prisoners and possessio of unexecuted writs 
does not make him Sheriff. 

By the Constitution, Art. X., Sec. 8, it was 
enacted that In each county there shall be 
elected the following county officers: County 
Judge, Sheriff, etc., each of whom shall enter 
upon the duties of his office on the first Monday 


in December after their election.” By Art. V. the 
supreme ¢xecutive power of the State is vested in 


the Governor, with the injunction that be shall | 


take care that the laws be faithfully executed. 
The great seal of the State is committed to the 
Secretary of State to be used as required by 
law. 

The statute vrovides (R. 8., Ch. 125) that 
every Sheriff shall be commissioned by the Gov- 
ernor; but no commission shall issue except 
upon the certificate of the County Clerk of the 
proper county of the due election or appoint- 
went ot such Sheriff, and that he has filed his 
bond and taken the oath of office as hereinafter 
provided. 

Chap. 124 makes it the duty of the Secre- 
tary of State to countersign and affix the seal of 
State to all commissions required by law to be 
issucd by the Governor, and to keep a register 
of all such commissions. 

Chap. 77, Sec. 4, gives power to every court 
of record in the State to issue writs to the 
Sheriff af Cook Cou to execute, and more 
than 200 courts look to the office of the Secre- 
tary of State or to the great seal of State to see 
who is the officer whose name shall show a 
valid return. No court can question the official 
character of any act performed by the person 
who holds that commission, vor can any execu- 
tive officer or private person. The functions 
of State Government performed through this 
office, and the nature of the powers to be exe- 
cuted, forbid that any question of eligibility 
should arise collaterally to impeach the com- 
mission tnder the great seal of the State and 
the registry of its issue. Nearty all the torcible 
process qt the State is exerted through this 
office. Summons, executions, death-warrants 
are issued in tue name of the people ot IIlinois 
„to the sheriff ot Cook County.” The man is 
rarely, Uu ever, named. A Governor’s warrant 
under Chap. 60 will authorize a Sheriff to arrest 
a man and deliver bim as a prisoner to be car- 
ried out of the State. But in all cases of war- 
rants for arrest, or for breaking into houses, or 
taking property, no persou is bound to yield bis 
person of property to any except the officer au- 
thorized by the writ, or his deputies. Hence, if 
one, supposing that the person is not an officer, 
and is using the writ asa cover for robbery or 
crime, resists, and in so doing kills, it may be 
justifiable bomicide if the person killed is a tres- 
passer, but if he is the accredited agent of the 
State, the real officer commanded by the writ, it 
wouid be wiliful murder. 

So of asummons. If asummons dirccted to 
the Sheriff of Cook Count be returned Dec. 
2, 1878, served, etc., T. M. Bradley, Sheriff of 
Cook County,” or “John Smith, Sheriff of 
Cook County,” and any court in the State 
should render a 8 or decree by deiault, 
it would be a nallity, and if title to land should 
be called in question by the judgment, it might 
be shown twenty years from now that the sum- 
mons was never executed, that neither Mr. 
Bradley nor Mr. Smith was Sheriff of Cook 
County, and consgquently the Court had no 
power toenter judgment against a person never 
summoned. 

Comparatively few writs are delivered di- 
rectly to the Sheriff; they, pass through the 
hands of attorveys and parties, but can be 
returned only by the officer to whom they were 
directed, with his certificate of the manner in 
which he has executed the same, and parties, 
attorneys, and courts must see to it at their 
peril that the person who signs the return has 
the authority of the State for that purpose. 

if a person not a Sheriff or deputy levies an 
execution or attachment on personal property, 
he will be liable for the full value of the goods, 
and for punitive damages for the trespass, aud 
those who abet him may also be liable. 

Reasons of security to society and good 
government have forbidden collateral inquiry 
into the right of the accredited person to hoid 
the office. 

Monday Sheriff Hoffmann is by the Constitu- 
tion required to enter upon the dutics of his 
office. He may appoint deputies, and they mav 
execute the warrant of the Governor directed 
to the Sheriff of Cook County, and will not be 
indictable for kidnapping if the person they ar- 
rest on such warrant is carried beyond the limits

FPAT-STOCK EXHIBITION. 

For the past few days the Expositién Building 
has been the scene of busy vreparations four 
the ‘‘fat-stock exhibition’ which is to be 
held there under the auspices of the lilinois 
State Board of Agriculture, beginning to-morrow 
morning and continuing through the week. ‘The 
promises are thatthe enterprise, as an cxhibitiou 
of that which people should eat, not what they do 
eat, —will be a great success. The interior of the 
north half of the building bas been conveniently 
subdivided into stalis, pens, and coops, and even 
now the majority of the spaces are filled with 
mammoth fat bdullocks, immense sleek porkers, 
muocent sheep, and tempting game and pouitry; 
and new afrivais are of daily occurrence. As ove 
enters the building, the iowing of the cattle, the 
squealing and grunting of the hogs, the bleating of 
the sheep, and the crowing and clucking o/ the 
fowls burst upon the hearing in a most picasing, 
harmonious, and artistic chorus. The entries are 
much more numerous than it was expected they 
would be, and, as far as heard from last night, 
there will be on hand forty-eight entries of sheep, 
fifty-two entries of hogs, and J76 entries of cattie, 
to say notuing of poultry. Telegraphicadvices have 
been received of more stock en route. When 
it is remembered that an entry does not mean 
one specimen, one can see that the exhibit will be 
alarge one. In fact. a large force of carpenters 
are now at work fitting up accommodations which 
were not originally planned. Entries have been 
received from eleven States, and many from 
Canada. Among the novelties of the show will be 
some elk owned by Judge Caton, of Ottawa, III. 
The show will undoubtedly be a good one, and 
worth seeing. It is modeled after the great Smith- 
field exhibitions, and is of enough importance to 
attract connoisseurs and buyers from the Kastern 
States and cities. Should it be a financial success, — 
that is, if it should not entail a loss, —Chicago may 
on tur the fat-stock show as a regular feature of 
each year. There is no money-making connected 
with the concern beyond the interests of the ex- 
hibitors. The managers—the members of the State 
Board of Agriculture—get no money for their 
time and services, and conduct the affairs simply 
for the of the pudlie, and in the interest of 
good and healthy animal food. East St. Louis bas 
tried hard to secure the holding of the exhibit 
within her limits, but Chicago was chosen because 
of ber éccessibility. and because she is 
one of the greatest stock markets in 
the country. A liberal patronage by the 
Chicago pebole would be not amiss as a matter of 
local pride, while the knowlecge of what kind of 
cattle make good beef might interest them particu- 
larly, since the animals exhibited are to be sold 
after the close of the show. The pro#pect of 
Christmas beef from cattle weighing respectively 
3,500 and 3,175 pounds,—the exaibit of George 
Gray, of Rusnvilie, Ind.,—showid inspire many a 
housewife with a desire to see the beef on the 
hoof.

which free-thinkers like Channing. 
Ballou, Parker, Tnomas Paine, and others have 
not advanced long before him. To be an origi- 
nal thinker on these great topics ia, however. 
given to very few, and it is not probable that 
our friend makes any such claim. But what he 
may justly claim as a personal distinction is the 
freshness and vigor with which he presents the 
old arguments, the truly remarkable energy. 
logical keenness, and pungent wit with which he 
brings home nis sonviction to his hearers. A 
man of such positive traits of character, and 
Withal engaged in so iconuciastic a work nata- 
rally awakens a deal of opposition and dislike 
in the community. In all fairness, how- 
ever, I think even those who do not agree in bis 
conclusions or admire his methods, ought not to 
refuse their tribute to the personal ability and 
earnestness of the man. Those who have listen- 
ed to his utterances must acknowledge him to 
be a large-brained, outspoken, determined cham- 
pion of the truth as he sees it. Strong in his 
personal likes and dislikes, he possesses a heart 
easily stirred to generous impulses, and displays 
happy optimism of nature, the outcome of a 
good digestion and unusually worldiy success, 
which atones in part for his somewhat gloomy 
philosophy of the universe. As an orator he 
belong to the robust schooi, bred in the camp- 
meetings and hustings of the West. and has the 
characteristic excellences and vices of that 
school. His energetic presence and powerful 
delivery are sufficient to outweigh certain de- 
fects of manner and language. while his evident 
earnestness, his abounding animal spirits, ready 
wit, and shrewd management of his audiences 
—— him almost irresistible to the average 
mind. 

To one who like myself is in substantial 
sympathy with Mr. Ingersoll’s central purpose, 
and who believes him to be very much in earnest, 
there is much to admire in such a man. He is 
reported to have a lieing tor Unitarian and 
Universalist ministers. In my own case at least, 
that liking is heartily reciprocated; and, I pre- 
sume, is shared by a large part of this congre- 
gation, 

This personal sympathy, however, should not 
disqualify us from estimating fairly the nature 
and value of his influence in the realm of free re- 
ligious thought,a judgment which Mr. Ingersoll 
himself invites by his audacious and antagonistic 
methods. Now that he has concluded for a 
season his labors among us, it is in order to 
sum up their result, and so far as may be, strike 
the balance of good or evil he has done. Per- 
haps a liberal like myself can do this more 
fairly than those who have a creed to defend or 
an infallible book to bolster up against his at- 
tacks. 

A WRONG METHOD. 

It is, then, with the utmost desire for fair- 
ness that I utter the conviction, which I think 
is that of most thoughtful Liberals, that, while 
Mr. Ingersoll has done undoubted good among 
us by awakening the public mind from its tor- 

rand calling renewed attention to the base- 
ess and immoral character of many of the 
popular oclieis, he has done still more harm to 
the cause of rational and liberal religion 
through the mistaken methods he employs. It 
is precis@ly here that we take issue with our 
fellow-reformer. We believe him to be in earn- 
est and to have the right direction and aim, but 
his way to achieve that aim we believe to be 
impolitic, unjust, and unphilosophical. Our 
objection is not that he antagonizes and denies 
the cherished beliefs of his fellow-men, for 
that is inevitable in all earnest hearing of 
testimony or attempts at reform. It is 
the extravagant, intemperate statements, 
the harsh denunciation, the irreverent and 
unsympathetic handling of other beliefs to which 
Mr. Ingersoll must so often plead guilty. Sure- 
ly this is not the spirit im which the radical 
thinkers, the lover of fair play, the evolutionist 
in religion, should approach the themes of deep- 
est Interest and importance to mankind. This 
unseemly heat and temper of mind disqualities 
him for the calm, dispassionate consideration 
which such questions demand. 

But it may be urged that, while Mr. Inger- 
soll's inethod has little attraction for cultivated 
and thoughtful persons, it is very effective with 
another class of minds not likely to be reached 
by any sober reasoning or refinement of man- 
ner. No doubt he draws his hearing mainly 
from this last-named clase, but I question 
whether his influence over them is a beneficial 
one. If you carefully scrutinize the char- 
acter of the audiences attending his 
lectures, you will find it made wp in 
great part of persons, mostly men, who are al- 
ready in sympathy with his view ef the ques- 
tion, or are indifferent to any view of it. They 
go to hear him because they want to be enter- 
tained or because they wish to enjoy his hard 
thrusts at their neichbor's creed. Some are 
theological hard-heads, in whose ears nothing is 
so sweet as denunciation and abuse. Others 
have a secret hate aguinst everything that ven- 
tures to call itself respectable or upright, but 
the great majority are “in for fun aud desire 
the mental tickhug and divertisement of the 
hour. Now, what good does Mr. Ingersoll do 
to such persons! He feeds their pugilistic pro- 
pensities, increases their prejudice and scorn 
against those who differ from thei in opinion, 
and encourages the spirit of irreverence and in- 
tellectual flippancy in the community. Nay, 
more, it reacts upon himself. Insensinibly, be 
is led to make concessions in manner and mat- 
ter to his audiences, lapses into slang and pro- 
fanity, which, while they make the ground- 
lings laugh, make the judicious grieve.’’ The 
thoughtful radical may be carried away for the 
moment by the excitement of the scenes, but 
when be comes to himself hefeels that this 
boisterous mirth on high and sacred themes— 
sacred to many of the best aud truest people— 
is unseemly and mistakerv. If humor is out of 
place anywhere, it is iu the discussion of such 
solemn issucs between tinite man and the Su- 
preme Power of the universe. Laughter about 
God or our brother’s vision of God! to what 
depths of irreverence and uncharity does it not 
lead us! A want of reverence for what is above 
us, for age aud station, superior knowledge, 
character or services, is one of the crving evils 


rectly to destroy this reverence in the breasts of 
his Lies ia not their benc factor, but their 
enemy. Ik is all well enough for Col. Ingersoll 
to piuck up the tares inthe feld of human 
thought, but if be cannot contrive to do this 
without destroying the wheat also, his husban- 
dry is not of the kind our age needs. 

Again, this method of intellectual bullving is 
unwise in a reformer because it makes few or 
no converts. The believers who attend his lec- 
tures, finding their views so rudely and unfairly 
treated, are kindled into counter emotions of 
resentment and opposition. Their prejudice of 
dogmatism increase. Thus he drives back into 
their error the very men who by a kindlier and 
more generous treatment might have been won 
to the truth. Read the controversial replies to 
Col. Ingersoll that nave appeared in the news- 
papers, or been fulminated, from the pulpit, and 
see what a bitter, personal, arrogant, and un- 
charitable tone distinguishes the most of them. 
They are discreditaple to their authors, lay or 
clerical, and yet for this sad display of bigotry 
and tember Mr. Ingersoll! is mainly responsibie. 
It is the result of his own dogmatic and unkind 
utterances. For it must be said, and very re- 
gretfully, that while no word is so constantly 
on Mr. Ingersoll’s lips as — no one more 
constantly violates it in spirit and in letter. 

CHURCH AND MINISTRY. 

To show you to what extravagant and unjust 
statements this temper of mind leads him who 
indulges in it, let us look more in detail at some 
of the religious institutions and sanctions which 
Mr. Ingersoll opposes so strenuously, and see if 
they deserve such unqualified censure. Con- 
sider, then, in the first place, Mr. ingersoll’s 
bitter criticism upon the churches of the pres- 
ent day. He declares, indeed, that be bears 
them ai! no ill-will, but his tone in speaking of 
them is so uniformly contemptuous and spiteful 
as to gainsay this general disclaimer. The 
Church to him is an unmitigated evil which be 
would giadly abolish if he could, and upon 
church members he visits his particular scorn 
and ridicule. Well, the Christian Church is not 
what it ought to bein any of its divisions, but 
what is there better to put in its piace asa 
moral teacher, a consoler and inspirer of men? 
Mr. Ingersoll teils us that universal education, 
Ahe public school, the college, the lyceum are to 
redeem the world. But if the experience of 
man proves any one thing more satisfacvorily 
than another, it le that intellectual culture is 
not cnough to save men from their weakness 
and wickedness. An education often makes a 
man all the more powerful for mischief. The 
best educated are not necessarily the 
most just or humane. Those rascally 
church- members whose frauds and misdeeds 
Col. Iogersoll loves to adduce, probably re- 
ceived more aid in their villainy from their pub- 
lic school educatfon than their church connec- 
tion, for their relegion was a pretense, while 
their education waa a real possession. Not 
without good reason do the poets represent 
Satan asa man with a large brain, but neither 
conscience nor heart. Science also is a Messiah 
to Mr. Ingersoll, but science alone is not enough 
to secure the moral order of society. It may 
be used to base ends, to adulterate ‘food, to up- 
bold Monopolies, or invent life-destroying ma- 
chines. No; itis the moral and spiritual cul- 
ture, and in human experience no agency has 
been so efficient in spreading this as the Church. 
It nas its roots deep in the social order, and is 
as necessary and eternal an iustitution &s the 
school or the State. There are 150 churches in 
Cincinnati, and any fair-minded person will ad- 
mit that they are important saieguards of our 
city’s order, and generators of moral force, 
whose place no other agency could fili. The 
truer way, therefore, is not to sneer at the 
Ghurch, or unqualifiedly condemn it, but to 
criticise its shortcomings in a kindly spirit, and 
try to make it better and more useful to mau-

There are 60,000 ministers in the United States, 
and Iwill venture to say that no vocation con- 
tains so large a number of honest, intelligent, 
faithful, and self-sacrificing men. The minis- 
ters, whatever may be their ſutellectuai limita- 
tions, are the best of citizens, neighbors, and 
friends. Living in a glare of publicity, such as 
attends no other profession, with their every 
peccadillo or sin published to the world by a sen- 
sational press, and gloaged over by vrurient- 
minded men, vet how small is the contribution 
they make to ite daily calendar of wrong-doing. 

in that public function, too, they fulfill im- 
portant offices to the community as the religious 
instructors of the young, inspirers to daily 
duty and heavenly hopes, consolers in sickness 
aud sorrow, voicing by the open grave the pie- 
vailing grief aud prayer. Such services alone 
entitle them to respectful treatment at the 
hands of their critics. It is true they are often 
narrow and bigoted, dogmatic and literal. They 

reach a deal of gioomy and irrational theology. 

ut much of this is neutralized by their own 
better sense and humanity, and a deal more by 
the larger knowledge and theological indiffer- 
ence of their hearers. For this character of 
Protestant preaching is by no means what it 
was, or what Col. Ingersoll still supposes it to 
be. His illustrations arc all drawn from his 
boyhood experiences, or the revival meetings of 
the illiterate Suckers around Peoria. It might be 
well for him to so far overcome bis prejudice as 
to go and listen to a cultivated preacher like 
Phillip Brooks, Dr. Stone, Theodore Cuyler, 
Bishop Pimpson, Prof. Swing, or Dr. Thomas, 
and learn what the orthodox pulpit really 
teaches on the great topics of human thought 
and life. The minister, like the church, is a 
necessary factor of human society. In one form 
or another be has always existed, and will al- 
ways continue te exist. The priesthood have 
been a source of evil to mankind, as what order 
of society has not? But let not this chronicler 
of shame eclipse the brighter record of their 
illustrious services to man. It is in such min- 
isters of heavenly truth and grace asthe glorious 
company of Old Testament prophets, from 
Moses to Micah, Jesus of Nazareth, that unique 
figure in human history, Luther, the herald of a 
new era in civilization, Wesley and George Fox, 
Channing and Parker, that the modern world 
has found its seers and saviors; and even Jona- 
than Edwards, concerning wbom Mr. Ingersoll! 
declares, “it there isan infamous man in the 
history of the Church, it is Jonathan Edwards, 
—I hate him dead,—I hate his ashes, 1 hate his 
name,“ Was aman whose grave Christian men 
and women may well visit with reverence. Pro- 
nounced by the unanimous voice of Europe 
and America the most remarkable mind 
our country bas yet produced, from 
a metaphysical standpoint, it was the iron logic 
of the man united to a conscience of the must 
intense sensibility which made him such au ur- 
dent champion of eterna! retribution. But 
Edwards not only preached this doctrine, he 
believed it, and used to go about in selt-accus- 
ing agony, wonderiug that divine mercy could 
spare so guilty a wretch as himself. His pri- 
vate character was exceptionally pure and up- 
right. His courtship reads hke a Puritan idyl, 
and his married life was all that even Col. In- 
gersoll could desire. After three years of hard 
service, he voluntarily resigned his pulpit. and, 
refusing the most flattering offers, went to live 
as a missionary among the Connecticut Indians, 
a martyr to his noble conscientiousness and 
self-sacrifice. Such a man way have been nar- 
row, intolerant, and bigoted, but his parity o? 
life and loftiness of purpose atone for such 
faults. which were, after all, the common de- 
fects of his- age. Such a man we may pity for 
his mistaken theology, but never hate. It is 
only ignorance or malice that can do that, or, as 
in Col. Ingersoli’s case, an extravagance of the 
rhetorical imagination. 

INGERSOLL AND THE CREEDS. 

Once more, as religious liberals, we deplore as 
much as Mr. logersoli the continued acceptance 
by the Church of certain antiquated doctrines. 
Yet it is surely time for radicals to give up the 
unfounded notion that these doctrines are the 
purely arbitrary inventions of a debased priest- 
hood, and meaut to serve the worldly interests 
ofthe Church. A deever philosophy shows us 
that all existing systems of opinion, and ail 
great doctrines of the Church which have taken 
any deep hold onthe human mind over jong 
eras of time, have something in them which 
corresponded to man’s need aud suited man's 
nature. A just critic will not be content with de- 
nouncing and ridiculing such doctrines, but will 
try and discover the elements of truth, beauty, 
and fitness tothe time and place which they 
contain. Every belief has a noble side. In the 
midst of error there is a soul of truth. These 
old creeds may not be true to us pow; they may 
never have been absolutely true in themselves. 
Yet they were intended to utter the- truth 
as it appeared to the religious cousciousness 
which produced them, and to minister to the 
moral and spiritual needs of mankind. Now 
no statement of truth is final and infallible. 
Perhaps another generation will smile as pity- 
ingly over Col. Ingersoll’s opinions as he does 
scornfully at those of his spiritual ancestors. 
This should prompt him to be moresympathetic 
and kindly in his treatment of the ancient creeds 
of Christendom. Instead of travestying and 
ridiculing them, let bim rather try to get ume 
of them, and read them according to their best 
inteutions, asking in what scuse they were st- 
pillcant to the men and women of the past, and 
what value, if any, they have for us now. From 
this point of view these old dogmas will be 
found to contain, amid much that is crude and 
irrational, a kernel of truth and beauty. In 
the vital kernel lay the secret of their power 
over the minds of men. The doctrine of the 
Trinity, for instance, stated in the bald and 
literal way in which Col. Ingersoll or Mr. Moody 
utters it, as an arithmetical distinction 
of person, Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, three 


tional and absurd belief. It cannot be inteili- 
Fun, stated, it cannot de conceived by the 

uman understanding, it has no argument in 
reason, no support from the Scripture, and uo 
foundation in the nature of things. But the 
Trinity of the Godhead as an Augustine con- 
ceived it, as it was formulated by an Anselm, 
Thomas Aquinas, Abelard, aud other master 
intellects of the Church, how much there is in 
it that is beautiful, spiritual, and true. it was 
an bonest attempt made by religious philosophy 
to give outward and formal expression to the 
soul’s desire in that age for a God who should 
be in intimate yet ethical relation with his uni- 
verse. It sought to reconcile the two opposite 
ideas of deity held by Greek and Jew, and 
known as the Pantheistic and Theistic, so as to 
escape the dilemma of a God who was incom- 
municable by the world and a God who was 
immersed in it. Christian theology effected 
this reconciliation between God and the 
universe, the divine and the human, 
by filling the gap between them with the sancti- 
fied person of Christ, who on His human side 
was akin to man, and on: His divine side was a 
part of the Godhead. Thus the doctrine of the 
Trinity gioritied mankind by raising it to Heaven, 
while it brought the Father down to the side of 
man by teaching that God was in Christ recou- 
ciling the world to Himself. Such then was the 
beneticent purpose of the doctrine of the Trinity. 
it did not realize that purpose. It was a partial 
and imperfect statement at pest. Its logical re- 
sults in Christian theology were often mistaken 
and mischievous. The creeds of later ages sadly 
misinterpreted and perverted its spirit. But it 
has a noble side. It was the best statement of 
the relation between God and manof which that 
age was capable, and it has been of incalculable 
service in the theological and veligious life of 
Christendom. It brought God nearer to man, and 
gave man a divine ideal for worsbip and moral al- 
legiance. This is not the time to show how or 
why it tailed in its attempts to fili the gulf be- 
tween man and God, the finiteand theinfivite. But 
though, as Unitarians, we oppose and deny the 
validity of this doctrine at the present day, that 
does not prevent us from being just to it, or 
speaking of it with respectful sympathy. It was 
an error, but it was an error beld in the spirit of 
truth. it was a fiction, but every fiction that 
lays such strong hold on the human intellect is 
the mistaken image of some great truth. It is 
for us to seek what that truth is, not scoff or 
deride our spiritual fathers for failing to utter 
it perfectly. We are still engaged in the solu- 
tion of the same great problem that agitated 
them. We have found ether answers to-day 
which better satisfy our mind and heart, but 
who shall say that these may not become cqually 
untenable and irrational to succeeding ages? As 
we hope to find charity at their hands; as we 
hope to have our honest and loving intention ap- 
preciated, even if those who are to follow shail 
outgrow our special opinions, let us render sym- 
pathetic justice tothe purposes of our ancestors, 
and beneath the letter of their creeds discern 
the spirit of truth, of beauty, and of love. 


HELL. 
In this way it would be possible to take up one 
by one the great dogmas of the Church and 
show the elements of good in each. Even the 
doctrine of Hell, which Mr. Iugersoll so terrific- 
ally denounces, and which I hate as cordially as 
he—the least defensible of all the articles of 
theology—has a soul of truth in its error. It 
expresses the hatred of the Christian world 
against sin aud iniquity, the inevitableness of the 
divine retribution, the moral responsibility of 
man, the inviolable character of the divine de- 
crees. Now, the essence of Christianity lies in 
its intensified morality. As Martineau says: 
It is the ascent through conscience to God.“ 
This easily led to an exaggerated sense of per- 
sonal accountability for wroug-doing. But side 
by side was offered a way of escape tp 
God’s pardoning mercy, free toevery soul by 
Christ’s mediation. This was what was meant 
by Christ's glad tidings of great joy,“ and 
not what Col. Ingersoll cunningly distorts it 
into, the news of nell-fire. Now, as a system, 
this was perfect. Asa practical rule of life it 
failed; failed miserably, disastrously. 
But let it not be forgotten that this doctrine 
was taught by the Christian Church more mild-

zus thank God that this great “‘raw-head and 
bloody-bones of theology.” as its historian, Mr. 
Alger, calls it, has weil-nigh aisappcared from 
our religious horizon. 

But that is no reason for Col. Ingersoll to fal! 
into the oposite extreme, and ignore all mora! 
retribution whatever. I listened in vain during 
his lecture on this topic for one word to indicate 
to his hearers that he believed in any punish- 
ment whatever for man’s moral delinquencies, 
either in this world or the world tocome. This 
is not, perhaps, surprising in a man who eyapor- 
ates all personal wickedness into ignorance, 
and makes all a man’s virtue depend on the ex- 
tent of his knowledge. . 

But even trom a materialist standpoint there 
are surciy enougn facta and laws discernible in 
the structure of the universe to tmoress udon 
men the inevitable, the awfal nature of physi- 
cal and moral retribution. What a man sows 
he shall reap. Ttrersistence in evil courses brings 
physical misery and spiritual discord. Every 
sin must be exptated oo earth, or “if there is a 
future life, in the hereafter. HM ever there 
was a time fora public speaker to impress this 
great truth on his hearers, it Was at the close of 
a lecture devoted to “abolishing hell.” That 
Col. Ingersoll was absolutcly silent on this 
question was a.sad mistake. It left his hila- 
rious discipies to imagine taat the only duty ia 
lite was to “eat, drink and be merry, for to- 
morrow we die.“ Ik such is the moral out- 
look of Mr. Ingersoll, then I for one prefer the 
glowing theology of the churches. Dr. Lyman 
Beecher is Popagtod to have said in a sermon 
on the love of “God, Les, brethren, God 
is loving, lovg-suffering, forgiving, bur, 
brethren (this with great emphasis), God is 
not a fool!’ No, God is not mocked. There is a 
personal responsibility for immoral conduct, 
and no one can escape the consequences of his 
actions. The vicious, the drunkard, and the 
sensualist, the selfish and the dish®nest, the un- 
faithful, and the unjust, must expfate their evil 
doings. There are hells of suffering for body 


dure hereatter, until the evil is prayed away and 
a full atonement made for the Violated laws of 
the universe. 

We conclude, then, that, if Col. Ingersoll had 
rightly grasped that central idea of the philoso- 
phy ot our day, the development or eyolution 
of all beliefs, be would not be guiity of despis- 
ing these ancient doctrines of Christendom. 
Out of them have proceeded the fuller, richer 
belief of to-day. With increased sympathy the 
evolutionist studies the faiths of his ancestors, 
oniy to discover that that which Das been done 
away was glorious, even if that which remains 
is more glorious. 

INGERSOLL AND THE BIBLE. 

Perhaps nowhere is the inadequacy and injus- 
tice of Col. Ingersoill’s method more strik- 
ingly displayed than in hiscriticism of the Bible. 
In what he says concerning the current and 
orthodox interpretation of the Scriptures, we 
most cordially agree with him. It is baseless, 
irrational, and mischievous. By it the Bible 
is erected into an idol, made the final Court of 
Appeai for every crude and superstitious be- 
hef, and a barrier against intellectual and moral 
progress. How to destroy this false veneration 
for the Bible is au important consideration for 
the religious reformer. Col. Ingersoll solves 
it in his own way, bat I forone believe that 
way to be a mistake. It leads him in the first 
place to be unjust to the Bible, and to identify 
the current interpretation of it with what 
the book itself teaches and claims to be. 
The common notion is that the 
Bible claims - to Ue literally inspired, and of in- 
fallible authority over the souls of men. But 
this is an utterly mistaken notion. The Bibie 
nowhere makes any such claim, or teaches any 
such theory of its own origin and mature. It is 
simply a claim made for the Bible by the theo- 
logians Of the later Church, and made, too, 
without authority or warrant. Now, Mr. Iuger- 
soll knows this as well as I do, aud yet in his 
arguments about the Scripture he is willing to 
accept the orthodox theory of it as a divine and 
trustworthy record of historical facts aud 
events. This may be the most convenient way 
to win his case, but it will not satisfy any other 
than a legal conscience. It is misleading and 
injurious to the higher interests of truth, be- 
cause it confuses men’s minds concerning the 
true character and value of the Bible. It is un- 
just to the book itself. The true method is to 
tell men the exact truth about the Scriptures, 
and so give them a correct foundation on which 
to build their subsequent interpretation of it. 

Now, the slightest acquaintance with the re- 
sults of modern critical science teaches that the 
Bible is by no means to be taken literally as a 
plain unvarnished statement of facts and oc- 
currences. That course only leads to mental 
confusion and chaos. Yet most persons are con- 
tent to do this, and think tney know the Scrip- 
ture because they are familiar with the letter of 
its contents. But modern scholarship shows us 
that to rightly understand the Bible we must 
not only be well read in it, but well read about 
it. It is true, as Mr. Ingersoll says, that a man 
doesn’t peed to understand Greek ar Hebrew to 
get the gist of the Scripture meatihg. A good 
many persons are preciously muddled by their 
little Greek and less Hebrew in interpreting 
Scripture. But no man bas any right to set up 
as acritic of the Bible who has not familiarized 
himself withthe fullest and most recent scholar- 
ship concerning its origin, nature, aud purpose. 
The researches of DeWette, Baur, Ewalds, 
Strauss, Kalisch, Kuenen, and others have 
thrown a flood of light un these questions, and 
their conclusions have recently been made ac- 
cessible through such popular works as The 
Bible for Learners,”’ Sunderiand’s ** What Is the 
Bible“ and Chadwick's The Bible of To-day.” 
Now I do not say that Mr. Ingersoll is ignorant 
of this critical scholarship. lonly charge that 
during his public deliverances here he has 
steadily ignored it. In his treatment of the 
Bible be has been content to foliow the methods 
of Thomas Paine and the early and uncritical 
school of radicals. This has led bim to take a 
shallow view of the Scriptures, make numerous 
erroneous statements about it, and maintain an 
unjust and unsympathetic attitude towards the 
greatest literary, historical, and religious treas- 
ure of Christendom. The Bible is a great book, 
with a wonderful history and surpassing influ- 
ence. Upon it have been founded States and 
Empires, Constitutions and codes. It bas 
fostered the social life, fertilized the 
thought, and inspired the moral outlook 
of “the centuries. Three  world-historic 
movements have sprung from it,—Judaism, 
Christianity, and Islamism. it underlies the 
common morality and religious trusts of all 
Christian people. It is tound in every home, 
familiar to every mind, dear by association to 
nearly every heart. It bas been translated into 
almost every modern tongue. Beneath the 
newly-erected Cleopatra's Needle in London 
was placed a chapter from the New Testament, 
printed in 233 different languages. A book with 
such a history, of such a commanding influence 
on human life, is surely worthy of our respect 
and sympathy, and this feeling of reverence is 
deepened aud confirmed when we richtly study 
its contents, calling to our aid the historical and 
critical helps of to-day. It is a book, ora col- 
lection of books, full of mistakes and limita- 
tions ;, it contains many errors of fact and of 
feeling; its value as direct and authentic history 
is not always to be depended upon; its moral 
judgments are often defective; its theology 
crude, its philosophy fanciful. Yet, for all this, 
itisa bes? a grand book, fuil of strength and 
fire, sweetness and light, and one so interwoven 
with the art, literature, bistory, politics, philos- 
ophy, institutions, and religion of our modern 
world, that it cannot be destroved without over- 
throwing the social order itself. A man will suf- 
fer more inconvenience iu our society from not 
knowing the Bible than if he were ignorant of 
all the classics of Rome and Greece, and ail the 
Elizabethan poets. In its German and English 
trauslotious it is the great classic of humble and 
cultivatea alike. The version ot Luther fixed the 
idiom of his native country, and among the Au- 
glo-Suxon races the King James transiation has 
ever been a well of Euglish undetiied.’’ But 
greater far than its literarv are its moral and 
religious merits. It contains the literary re- 
mains of a people as remarkable for moral and 
sviritual genius as Greece was for art, or Rome 
for government. The whole drift and tenor of 
this literature is religious. 

There is only one book, the Song of Solomon, 
in which the mora’ motive is not the controlling 
idea. There is history in the Bible, but it is all 
subordinated to the ethical purpose. It lays the 
most tremendous emphasis on the moral side of 
lite, ever holdipg up to us in precept and exam- 
ple the importance of justice, truth, mercy, and 
righteousness. There are also immoral and im- 
perfect teachings in the Bible, injanctions that 
seem harsh and cruel to us now. These must 
be ascribed to the time, and place, aud people 
from whom they proceeded. But while the 
standards of right and wrong change with the 
centuries, the moral motive is the same, and 
that motive in the breasts of the seers, and siug- 
ers, and heroes of Israel must be acknowledged 
to have been surpassingly grand. I know Mr. 
Ingersoll denies this, but for every false or cruel 
word from the Bible I will snow him a hundred 
that are beautiful and true. 

Another radical critic of the Scripture, Mat- 
thew Arnold, a man certainly not less free- 
spoken, just, and scholarly than our friend from 
Illinois, Jeclares that “righteousness is the 
master word of tue Old Testament. Keep 
judgment and do right. Cease to do evil, learn 
to do well.” A sentiment echoed by the New 
Testament: Let every one that cometh in the 
name of Christ depart from iniquity.” Mr. 
Arnold declares that the whole Old Testament 
is summed up in that magnificent passage: O 
ye that love the Eternal, see that ye hate the 
thing which is evil! To him that ordereth his 
conversation right shail be shown the salvation 
of God.” 

A right reading of the Bible discioses more 


and more its transcendent moral werth The 


or conscience, which we enter here and must eu- 


— 


profundity of Job, the piety of the Psalmist, the 
ying hope of the prophets, blend wita the 
tenderness and trust of the Gospel story in a 
chorus of eternal harmony and beauty. The 
Bible is the impressive monument of our 
spiritual evolution. It shows the gradual 
growth ot the God idea from the anthropomor- 
phic Deity, wno speaka with Moses face to face, 
As a man speaketh with a friend,“ to the sub- 
lime annouhcement, “ God is a soirit,”’ and will 
be worshiped in spirit and in truth. From the 
terrors of Sinai it leads us to the tender plead- 
ings of the Sermon on the Mount; from the 
doctrine “ an eye for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth“ to the hallowed in junction. Render to 
nv mau evil for evil. Bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate you.” 

A book s@ rien with the lifeblood of the cen- 
turies, so associated witn man’s highest hopes 
and deepest prayers, which so faithfully reflects 
the variable moods and changeful experiences of 
tuankind, is not to be shunned or despised; nay, 
it is to be honored above all others, and sancti- 
lied deep within our heart of hearts. Bigots 
may inisus¢ it for their private purposes, unbe- 
lievers may flout and ridicule it. but we will re- 
member that while the letter killeth, the 
spirit maketh alive, and 80 stud) 
aud emloy it as shall make it 
a service of quickening and of joy. 
As Goethe tells us: The great veneration 
which the Bible has received from so many peo- 
Dies and generations of earth is due to its own 
intrinsic worth. The higher the cen- 
turies rise in cujture, the more wil! the Bible be 
made use of by ali who are not wise in their own 
conceits, but truly wise,—as in part the founda- 
tion and in part the instrument of education.” 

CONCLUSION. 

In conciusion, let me restate my personal 
faith in Mr. Ingersoll's ability and earnestness, 
and my agreement with bim or many points of 
doctrine and morals. But his method I believe 
to be defective. There is a higher way to speak 
one’s truth in love, to treat others’ opinions 
with respect and sympathy, and in all things to 
believe that knowledge and piety united shall 
yet redeem the world. 


JEWISH EXCLUSIVENESS, 

A SELP-IMPOSED OSTRACISM WHICH SHOULD BE 
REMOVED.

We are in receipt of several communications 
on the subject of our recent editorial entitled, 
“Who Is Ashamed to Be a Jew?” One lady 
writes tous, “it is all very well for men to 
deny the existence of an anti-Jewish prejudice, 
—they may not feel it; but we ladies find it at 
the wateriug-plave hotels and in the society we 
meet. A Jewess is rarely treated by a Christian 
like a Christian is.“ Our fair correspoudent is 
not entirely wrong. No doubt Jewesses are 
treated somewhat differently from Christians 
in Curistiau society. But whose fault is this; 
is it due to an anti-Jewish prejudice? We be- 
lieve not. 

The time has come for enlightened Isrealites 
to decide for themselves, once for all, if they 
will form part of modern society or if they will 
continue to be socially, as well as religiously, a 
peculiar people. There can be no halting 
half way. There is, we know, a dispo- 
sition on the part of some Jewesses to 
tolerate the society of Christian ladies 


and gentlemen whom they meet at summer- 
resorts. as long as they are there, and to drop 
them, as the phrase goes, when they return to 
town. Christian men and women are good 
enough for them in the country, faute de mieux, 
but they cannot or will not invite them to their 
‘houses. And because self-respecting Christians 
resent this apparent assumption of social ex- 
clusiveness, they are accused of being preju- 
diced against the Jews forsooth. 

Either Jews must form part ol general society 
or they must avoid it altogether. They cannot 
play fast and loose with Christian acquaint- 
ances. They cannot be tutimate with Christian 
women and refuse to invite their male relatives 
to their homes. This bas been tried and has 
taited. Our readers welt know that we are in 
favor of the most uurestricted social inter- 
course between Jews and Gentiles. Both would 
be gainers by it. But such unrestricted inter- 
course can only exist when perfect confidence 
bas been established. 

There may be among some people a feeling 
against the Jews, just as there exists among 
others a feeling against Catholics, and among 
many a prejudice against the Irish. But all the 
weight of evidence is against any deep-rooted, 
general anti-Jewish prejudice on the part of the 
American people. For the most part, the diffi- 
culties in the way of tbe complete social eman- 
cipation of the Jews are the results of the course 
that the Jews themselves have pursued. Either 
from fear of inter-marriages with Christians, or 
from a feeling of timidicy begotten of European 
persecutions, or from a fear of the effect of 
Christian associations upon the religion of their 
children, the American Jews certainly bave, by 
their own acts, reared artificial barners between 
themselves and Christian society and replaced 
the enforced social exile that their fathers com- 
plained of by a system of social self-ostracisw, 
which is none the less burdensome because it is 
se! fimposed, 

One of the results of this has been that 
Jewish young women sometimes have Christian 
acquaintances, unknown to their parents, be- 
cause they know their parents object to enter- 
taining Christian men at their houses. This is 
self-evidentiy wrong; no girl should bave ary 
male acquaiutance without the knowledge and 
approval of her family. Then, again, Christian 
voung men, finding themselves excluded from 
Jewish houses, black-ball Jews in their clubs, 
and sometimes mistake the lowest type of Jews 
for a type of the best class, simply because they 
know no better, and because the Jews them- 
selves prevent them from learning better. 

All this should stop. As soon as Jewish 
houses are open to Christians, Christian bouses 
will de open to Jews,—and indeed they are al- 
ready. If there exists in New York society any 
prejudice against the best classes of Jews, it 
would take the lanterns of ten Diogeneses to dis- 
cover it. Our brethren must not seek to ex- 
cuse their own cowardice by preferring false 
accusations against Christian society. It is as 
much cowardice as anything else that makes the 
Jew continue his self-ostracism and the social 
exile of his children. As we Rave repeatedly 
said, it is only necessary to acquaint the Gentile 
world with the real character of the Jew to re- 
move from inteliigent minds the last vestige of 
prejudice that exists. Whendews and Chris- 
tiaus cease to be strangers, we shall have no 
more of anti-Jewish prejudices.

VIEWS OF A CATHOLIC PRIEST ON THEIR [ 


MOKALITY.

„Those terrible little boys,“ said Dr. McGlyna 
smiling, who are squandering their fortunes 
on the turn of a wheel in the Cathedral Fair 
have stirred up a real tempest in a teapot, it 
seems. The Holy Catholic Church is in a state 
of siege on their account, and I have been led 
into a long disquistion in its defense and in the 
interpretation of the higher moral law.“ 

A shade of vexation succeeded the smile, as 
he continued, more gravely: ‘I could not help 
thinking it a little hard that my words a few 
days ago should have been so strangely misin- 
terpreted and commented upon in so caustic a 
manner in the editorial which appeared ia the 
Evening Post last Wednesday. Probably the 
editor who reviewed what I said did not draw 
any unfair inference intentionally, but neverthe- 
less the Catholic Church and | myself, as one of 
its representatives, are placed in a false position. 
It is certainly implied in the review that the 
Catholic Church holds the ground that the end 
justifies the means. Now, this I explicitly de- 
nied at a former interview, and repeat the denial. 
The Catholic Church has never maintained this 


false doctrine. 

Again, the conclusion is drawn from my re- 
marks that I do not acknowledge the binding 
force of human law, of civil and criminal stat- 
utes. This is also an entire mistake. The 
Catholic Church expressly recognizes the au- 
thority of the Jaws and incuicates obedience to 
the powers that be. It isa simple ethical truth, 
accepted by all persons who believe in the ex- 
istence of a divine power, that sin consists in a 
willful and deliberate violation of the divine 
laws. These laws are implanted in the human 
heart. St. Paul says truly that God has not left 
himself without a witness. As soon as a person 
begins to reason he becomes conscious of the 
existence of these laws; in other words, he 
knows what it is to have aconscience. A man, 
then, who disobeys the dictates of his own con- 
science, sins. Now, human laws are rightly to 
be divided into two classes. The first class in- 
cludes such enactments as are substantially the 
expression of tne divine laws: ‘ Thou shait do 
no murder,’ Thou shalt not commit adultery,’ 
and the like. The second ciass comprebends 
those laws which are enacted for the com- 
fort, convenience, and protection of society, 

and yet are such tbat a violaton of them is not 
a criminal offense—penal enactments, to be 
sure, but not involving the question of morali- 
ty. It would be absurd to consider disobedience 
to such laws immoral, although it may be very 
reprenensible, The Church woald never couu- 
tenance the violation of human laws founded 
on the dictates of conscience; it might certain- 
ly countenance such infractions of law as were 
strictly conscientious.

Does the Church countenance a violation of 
a4 law of the second class in permitting the

‘I cannot answer that question.“ replied Dr. 
McGlynn, frankly, “ witbout a better knowledge 
of the statutes. Itis my impression that the 
childish games of chance played in the Cathe- 
dral are not prohibited by any city or State 
yrdinanee, We were only following the ex 
ample, you know.“ he continued, with a quict 
smile, * which has been set by many Protestant 
varishes in this city without reprehension from 
the pulpit or presz, If vou come to the broad 
question, Would Phe Church countenance in- 
fractions Of the laws of the second class? I say 
positively, No. The Church nas always charged 
its adherents to be scrupulously obedient to the 
laws, except wheu obedience to law meant diso- 
bedience to conscience. If it can be shown that 
the games of chance in the Cathedral violate a 
statute which is not virtuaily obsolete, the man- 
agers of the fair will undoubtedly put an end to 
tucm. Ifa fine should be exacted by law in 
vonsequence of these games, that tine will be 
paid without hesitation.” 

Do you think it possible these games of 
chance may have a bad influence on the habits 
of the boys who risk their money on the turn 
of a wheel!“ 

No,“ returned Dr. McGlynn, seriously. I 
cannot think that there is any corrupting ten- 
dency in such a momentary amusement. The 
bovs are given pocket-money to spend at the 
fair, and, instead of filling themselves up with 
pastry and other uownolesome giracracks, they 
amuse themselves with the sbinnine-wheels, 
Ihe money is given to them to do what they 
please with it, and, boy like, they choose what- 
ever gives them the most for their money. The 
idea of any passion for gain being impianted by 
these games is untounded, I think. Older peo- 
ple who spend money in the raffics aimost in- 
variably do so without any hope of getting any 
return for the sum invested. Tner buy nam- 
bers carelessly or to please their friends. You 
know church lottery prizes are not such as to 
excite any lively cupidity. if his Eminence the 
Cardinal or the Very Reverend Vice-General 
thought that these games were wrong or injur- 
ing the children you may be very sure that a 
stop would be put to them onthe instant. 
Their tacit approval of them is un eviaence that 
they are belivved to be harmless. Understand, 
however, 1 do not come forward as a 
¢hainpion of church raffles or games of chance. 
If you ask me as a matter of personal taste 
whether I approve of thein, I should say that 
they might, perhaps, have been dispensed with. 
It is, however, purely a matter of taste. If ex- 
¢esses occur which violate the sentiments 
of good taste, it is ditlicult to see how the 
Catholic clergy can be held responsible. Cer- 
tainly a Protestant minister would hesitate to 
shoulder all the little misdemeanors of hus 
parishioners at parish gatherings or church fairs. 

**f wish you would put me right on ove more 
point. i did not say exactly that the Bible au- 
thorized gumbling. I said merely that the 
Bible sanctioned, apparently, the casting or 
drawing -of lots. Nor did I represent the 
method by which the vacant apostleship was 
filled on the death of Judas as a contest similar 
to one for the post of au Excise Commicsioner.

The Bishop had given them a 
chance do stand up in condemnation 
of a brother who was defenseless in that hour, — 
who kad no more broken Disciplinary law nor 
transgressed the Scriptures than themselves. But, 
strange, how strange to say,—they stood up to a 
man against a brother whose life was as pure and 
sweet as that of any Bishop's; and they must stand 
now before the public untii they are counted. 

What a summary way of disposing of their 
Coubting Thomas! It was a premature and arbi- 
trary suppression of acase worthy of most judi- 
cious treatment. We are impatient at the human 
nature that allowed itself to be so arrayed against 
an honest spirit. It was a c8uel shame. Where 
were tne hearts of those men, even if tney had lost 
their heads? No wonder the gentle Dr. Thomas 
wept like a child at such surprising demonstration. 
The brethren had proved their own good standing, 
every one of them, to the Bishop's face, if not in 
the sight of the Lord. The Bishop beckoned, and 
up they stood; the Solid-Rock River Conference, 
more like a heartiess ruck than a placid river that 


cnied, the only man in the Conference wno had no 
standing! And vet, some way. there is a grandeur 
about him in that humiliating attftude which makes 
him central of interest of all the group.

Methodism appears to be on the decline in 
California. The minutes of the twenty-sixth 
session of the California Annual Coniergace of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. heid at) Napa 
during the last week of Sevtember, hape just 
been published. Tae statistical statements are 
of interest. The first session was held la San 
Francisco in August, 185t, when W. Roberts was 
presiding officer and 8. D.Simonds was Secre- 
tary. The number of members in full connec- 
tion had increased from eleven in 1851 to 143 
in 1875, when the Conference was divided: Since 
then the highest number reported in 
full connection is 130, which was the number 
given at the last session. The State is divided 
into five geographical districts. A few years 
ago a German Department. was created. oa 
of these six departments has a Presiding Elder 
chosen trom the clergy. 


New York has not so many churches as is gen- 
erally supposed. fhe common notion of the 
number is about 500, which would not be many 
for a city containing over 1,000,000 people. 
Whiie churches have steadily increased here, it 
is thought by many of tue Orthodox that they 
have not increased nearly so rapidly as they 
should have duue, not, iudeed, in proportion to 
tne growing population of the metropolis, The 
courches at present number 325, divided among 
the following scets: Protestant Episcopal, 73;

Dutch Reformed, 1 Swedenborg.an, 1 Gree« 
Catholic. It often has been said that there is a 
Mosque here, and also a Josh temple to whith 
Mohammedans and the Cumese resort; but this 
seems to be one of the facts of imagmation that 
50 abound nowadays.

Eat 
plenty of turkey fast, and go and see the play“ 
is the modern version of that ancicat maxim. 
And the people have forsaken the churches and 
thronged the gaudy show. Our annual turkey- 
feast has been marked this time by an unusually 
pleasant weck of frolic, and a most liberal out- 
yourifig of the means to enjoy it. Hard times 
have been forgotten, beer, hot Scotch, and other 
luxuries have flowed in abundance, and as a nat- 
ural sequence the pleasures that appeal to the 
sensuous rather than the intellectual appetites 
of men and women have been the means of ex- 
pressing the heartfelt thankfulness of hu- 
manity over the fact that there is 
such a thing as life, and that 
there is a good deal of ſun in it. Some people 
grumble at it, and some get mad at their 
Creator for haying shoved them into it, but the 
majority accept it as on the whole an exceed- 
ingly pleasant kind of an entertainment. 
Theatrical managers understand this very well, 
and the wisest among them are those who ap- 
peal to the majority. The tabble“ is never 
to be despised, so long as it has cents and 
quarters in its pocket, and then the Few are 
geverally led in to see what the rabble wonders 
at. laughs at, or weeps at. 

A review of the past week of theatrical 
amusements in Chicago would amount to little 
more than a mere reiteration of events that 
have been noted already, and with which every- 
body who cares to know has been made ac- 
quainted with through the efforts of the great 
bill-writers of the Northwest. We have had 
the interminable variety performances at sever- 
al of the houses, the sparkling ‘burlesque at an- 
other, the realistic-sensational here, and the 
romantic-sentimental there. And the legiti- 
mate.“ We presume A Celebrated Case“ 
comes under that head, although it bas 
never yet deen satisfactorily explained 
to the general reader just what “the legiti- 
mate“ means. Probably it means that kind of 
drama Which, in a correct and dignified way, 
exposes virtue and stamps upon vice. That, 
however, is not entertainment, any more than 
the story of Pamela is, to the present gcnera- 
tion. What we crave for, and pay tor, is the 
mirth-maker or the tear-maker—the emo- 
tionalist. Clara Morris frenzies us into 
sobs one dav, and Nat Goodwin makes 
our sides ache the next, —doth being 
strictly emotional actors, aiming at a common 
ead, working with a common purpose, and 
really with the same implements. 

The things that are food for reflection occa- 
sionally call out the diligefft student from 
his study to see a play, but it is only once in a 
while, and soit is no wonder that managers 
groan over the unresponsive masses when they 
cxert their energies and expend their capital 
upon things that are legitimately good, but not 
fashionable. Mr. McVicker probably in his 
heart entertains a profound contempt for a 
public that rushés in throngs to see a celebrated 
song-and-dance man, and stay away froin his 
carefully-prepared legitimate performance. It 
is very easily explained. People don’t go 
to the playhouse to learn things; 
they go there to forget everything. 
We may enjey the magnificent illustrations in 
„ Rosedale,“ but we are simply bored by the 
text. Who wants to go toa theatre to hear 
Walter Kelly discourse grandiloquently upon 
the important mission of a physician. The 
speech hinders the action, and what people like 
ina play is to sce something going on. They 
would ratber be excused from listening to the 
sermon. The seeker after entertainment de- 
mands pictorial representations of life, and re- 
fuses to be bored by the twaddle. ‘“ Rosedale” 
is full of twaddle, but it is also full of those 
surprises which we name dramatic situations, 
and that is why this old gypsy romance lingers 
on the stage and is capable of occasional revivi- 
fication.

CHRONIC FIRST-NIGHTERS. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribwne. 

New York, Nov. 27.—Have you ever run 
against the chronic first-nighter? Ihave. He 
was out in great force atthe Park Theatre on 
Monday evening. Robson aud Crane made 
their first appearance here in The Comedy of 
Errors upon that occasion,—or, as a learned 
Sunday paper puts it, their new comedy of 
Errors. Did you ever hear of such a monu- 
mental ass as the one who put that on paper? 
A man must be a genius who could make such a 
blunder as that. Auybody could have distorted 
Shakspeare’s title in almost any other way, 
but it requires more than ordinary talent to call 
it their pew comedy of Errors.“ 

But to get back to the two Dromios and their 
first-nighters. Of course the other two theatres 
where novelties were produced had some of 
“the gang, but Robson and Crane had, the 
pick of the crowd. The chronic ones went to 
see them. Aud they were chronic,—the frst- 
nighters, not the players. The man was on hand 
who sits in the front row where all the actors 
can see him, andgazes at the play with ap er- 
pression which is as immovable as that worn by 
the Cardifl giant. There is nothing so inspiring,

ty people staring at him as if they were reading 
an inscription upon the door of areceiving vault. 
It makes him feel sure that he is appreciated. 
Then there was the man who comes stumbling 
down the centre aisle making more noise than 
a steam lathe just after the curtain has been up 
three minutes and a quarter on each act. There 
was also the chap who repeats all the best 
“lines” right after they are said on the stage, 
so as to be sure that his companions, and, in 
fact, everybody for fifty feet around, ehan’t 
miss them. Besides these there was 
THE FELLOW WHO APPLAUDS, 

solitary and vociferous, all the speeches and 
situations which are not applauded by anybody 
else. This is the first-nighter whom everybody 
is glad to have occupy a seat near by. When he 
roars with laughter at something supernatural- 
ly solenn, or hammers a hole through the floor 
with the hitehing-post he carries for a cane, at 
some line that is conspicuously commonplace, 
it makes you feel so comfortaple and happy to 
have everybody in the theatre look in your di- 
rection and wonder if it was you! 

O, they were all there! And before the cur- 
tain was fairly down. on the first act every 
mother’s son of them was on his way to the gin- 
mili next door, to rake to play over the coals. 
They are a nice crowd, these chronic first- 
nighters. They browbeat the management into 
giving them deadbead seats, and then they 
blackguard the play, the actors, the managers, 
and the theatre. On the particular nicht in 
auestion, in the aforesaid gin-mill, this was what 
I heard: 

First party—“ Well, 
other act (yawning). 
play!“ : 

second ditto—“Dull,—dali. Must have been 
the author's first attempt. Not enough inci- 
dent. Dialogue detictent, too.” 

F. P.— “ Y—es, | believe it was one of Shak- 
speare’s earlier efforts.

of course, centered In the two comedians. They 
were dressed alike, made up alike, and spoke 
alike. Orane imitated Robson’s eccentricity of 
squeak and action very cleverly, and it was rath- 
er a difficult matter to distinguish them, one 
from the other. They had worked upon their 
faces for along time with allthe appliances 
known to actors, and after that Mr. Rhinehart, 
the famous portrait-painter, stepped in and fin- 
ished the job. It was a success, and made lots 
of fun for the audience. Before the first night, 
yeople had a vague sort of idea—though [ don’t 

now where they got it—that Robson and Crane 
were going to buriesque Shakspeare’s comedy. 
Just think of that! Imagine a burlesque upon 
a burlesque, if you can, andthen you will bit 
pretty close to what the performance would 
have been. For A Comedy of Errors“ comes 
as near being a magnificent burlesque as it is 
possible to dome and not get there. The two 
comedians bave hit the spirit of it exactly, and 
they will make heaps of coin out of it before the 
season is over. 

When l asked Robson, yesterday, whatever 
put him up to this selection, he resyonded, with 
a good deal of feeling: vy Well, we've shown 
the people what we can do with modern comedy, 
aod now we intend to show them what there is 
in the ancient. The fact is, we have always im- 
agined that we were alittle better than mere 
fun-makers, to be laughed at merely because 
we were funhy, without regard to ont art. Be- 
sides that, we wanted to popularize legitimate 
comedy. We wanted to give it a show, after 
the siege of flimsy trash to which the stage has 
so long been subjected. We have done it, and 
so far it has been a success. Whether it will 
last or not, depends entirely upon the public, of 
course. But it looks well at present.“ 

And it does.

They want fire and slow 
music, and thev’re going to have it or nothing. 
The tirst act of “ Yulie” is laid with geograph- 
ical accuracy in Youngstown, O. The original 
idea was, I believe, to open the drama upon the 
S. W. quartet of Sec. 411, eight and a quarter 
miles, twenty-eight feet, and three inches north- 
east by north of Kalamazoo. But Youngstown 
was substituted. Williamson is married and 
loves his wife, who, however, is thick with an- 
other chap. Williamson and a friend are look- 
ing through his. (Wiiliamson’s) drug store in 
Youngstown, O., when an infant scion of the 
Williamson family is brought in. Here the 
other chap, who loves Mr. Willlamson’s wife, 
appears and secretes a note to Mrs. W. in the 
clothing of the infant. ‘Then the other chap leaves, 
no doubt thinking he ougut to dust, after doing 
such a brilliant thing as that. The note, of 
course, falls out, and the husband orders his 
wife to readit aloud.

The next act, with astounding vagueness, is 
laid simply in a mining-camp in Nevada.” 
Years have elapsed. The other chap has Mr.

In the third act, Mr. Williamson discovers his 
child through the agency of a locket which con- 
tains the victure of his runaway wite.

PURITANS GOING OVER TO THE WICKED 
PLAY-dOUSBS. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Boston, Nov. 28.—The chief amusements just 
now ecem to be of the theatrical order. It is 
significant certainly of very vital changes in the 
general rigidity ani interpretation of social 
ethics here in Puritan Boston that theatrical 
representations, both amateur and professional, 
are by far the most popular entertainments with 
the majority of people. The scason of amateur 
dramatic clubs is one of the greatest proofs of 
this tendency, or, to use a stronger and truer 
word, this enthusiasin for the mimic stage. In 
Boston proper there are—I should not dare to 
guess how many of these clubs; and every out- 
lying town owns one or more of them. And 
not only this, but every church now, no matter 
how orthodox, ranges itself on the side 
of the play by going as near the 
edge of the precipice as it dare 
in mild little festiva) dialogues, charades, and 
tableaux, varied by the professional reading of 
some elocutionist, who makes the vestry-room, 
or chapel, or maybe the church itseif resound 
with dramatic efiects that would have made 
Cotton Mather’s hair rise in holy horror. Every- 
where there is this itching for the play, and I'll 
venture to say that at the present time there 
areno people so sought after as actors and 
actresses, not only in society in Boston, but in 
the various parts of New England. Of course, 
Il mean by this the high and shining lights of 
the profession, the stars of the first maguitude, 
like Modjeska. I always think of George Car- 
tis’ remark about Tupper of the old, old days,— 

. “HOW WE DID Go rr.“ 
ben I recall the furore over Modjeska. For 
how the Boston youth did go it, especially the 
youth feminine, over Modjes#a. For the last 
week Boston’s little neighbor Providence has 
been taken by storm and through the storm, 
literally, by Miss Genevieve Ward, who came, 
and saw, and conquered the Rhode Islanders 
most thoroughly, not only by her representa- 
tions, but by her social graces. Kettle-<drums, 
tea-parties, and an endless succession of calls 
from youth, and maid, and matron between the 
charmed hours of rehearsal and performance, 
must have pretty well taken up Miss Ward’s 
time, while it showed her th state of the 
general public mind.

EHE LITTA CONCERTS 
at the Union Park and Unity Churches have 
been the most prominent entertainments of the 
past week. They do not, however, call for any 
particular notice at this time, because of the 
very recent appearances of this artist upon our 
operatic stage. Attractive as these concerts 
have Deep, they were scarcely more interesting

given on Wednesday evening at Lyon & Healy's 
muse rooms to Miss Leila W. Graves, a young 
lady who has just returned from Stuttgart, 
where she has been studying the piano during 
the past three years. The reception was attend- 
ed by a large number of our musicians and con- 
noisseurs, who expressed their delight at her 
playing in a very hearty and enthusiastic man- 
ner. Her numbers were very exacting and di- 
versified, and would have offered a fair test of 
the ability of any plaver. They included ‘the 
first movement of the Beethoven C major Con- 
certo, with the Reinecke cadenza, the accompa- 
niment played by Mr. Eddy; a Haydn An- 
dante, with Variations”; the Chopin B flat 
minor Scherzo; and the Romance Russe,” a 
delightful composition by Kreuger, whica is new 
here, but which will be likely to become famil- 
lar through Miss Graves’ introduction of 
it. The player is very young, petite, unaffected, 
and slightly nervous, as might bave been ex- 
pected upon the occasion of a debut, but, not- 
withstanding the nervousness, she revealed 
sterling qualities in ber work. Without un- 
usual power or breadth of style, she plays with 
elegance and peculiar refinement. Her reading is 
scholarly, ber execution clear and facile, and the 
beautiful finish she gives to her interpretations 
shows the work of a well-schooled, intelligent, 
and conscientious player. She is a very valuable 
acquisition to our resident talent, and in what- 
ever sphere her abilities may call her she will be 
heartily welcomed in our musical circles.

I 
am fond of music. like to bear tunes and songs, 
and I have gone to the opera with my wiie, and sat 
through an entire evening's performance just to 
hear one or two simple tunes. In the long interval 
of what I believe is called Recitative, *’ lnave hard 
work to keep awake, and in fact were it pot for au 
occasional nudge from my wife (who retains a 
bright wakefulness, more from tbe consciousness 
that the new bonnet she wears cost $26. 50 than for 
any other perceptible reason), I shouid have pos- 
sibly astonished my neighbors with some shect 
music in the shape of snores. Now, why can't 
opera be made o full of tunes as to be interest- 
ing ail the way through’? lam sorry to see from 
Mr. Pratt's card, in your Sunday issue, that he 
has determined to be so lofty in his concerts as to 
pace himself musically out of sight of such ordi- 
nary mortals as myself. Though I belong to the 
masses he epeaks of with so much contempt, yet 
I go to hear music pure and simple, and not to be 
excited or astonished, and I was intending to go to 
his concerts, as I have kuown of his early life and 
strugvies, and believed bim deserving, bat if he 16 
only going to give us music of a high classical 
standard, I. and many, others like myself. will not 
dare to go. P. B. Pus.ico. 

[Our correspondent’s crow! represents à very 
common cause of complaint. Undoubtedly there 
is a multitude of people who want tunes. Now, 
for those who want tunes, our correspondent 
included. there are ample opportunities provid- 
ed. There are innumerable concerts at which 
nothing but tunes are given. They may be 
beard almost every evening, and very well 
sung. Even in an opera season, operas may be 
selected that are full of tunes, though we must 
acknowledge that we cannot concieve of an op- 
era all tunes such as our correspondent wants. 
The Thomas Orchestra does not play tunes. 
Why?! Because its members are skilled musi- 
cians who can play something higher. Any one 
of the instrumental organizations in Chicago 
can play tunes just as well as the Thomas Or- 
chestra. We have numerous singers in Chicago 
who can ging tunes just as well as these op- 
eratic artists, but they cannot sing 
operas. Now, it is our corre- 
spondent’s duty to patronize the 
singers who can give him the tunes, and not de- 
hiberately go where he knows be cannot have 
them, and where he knows the entertainment is 
specially provided for the minority, it may be, 
who do not want them, and then go home and 
grow!. Would it not appear ridiculous for Mr. 
Pratt to advertise symphony concerts for those 
who want to hear symphonies, and then play a 
programme of tunes? II our correspondent 
will goto church every Sunday and during the 
week go to four out of five concerts that are 
advertised he will bear all the tunes he wegnts. 
but to go to the opera or to symphony concerts 
with the expectation of hearing nothing but 
tunes is absurd. They are provided for a class 
of people who think there is something 
higher and grauder iu music than a tune, and 
they haye the same right to their music as our 
correspondent bas to his tunes. The troubie is, 
our correspondent gets into the wrong place. 
As to the $26.50 bonnet, it probabiv does not

understood by the management, as the programmes 
of the Wiihelmj concerts will testify. As for the 
artists who appear together, it Decomes a serious 
objection to the ordinary Boston concert, for one 
is painfully reminded of the bractice of mixing 
good and bad tea to make them both sell well, and 
involuntarily calculates by allegation whether he is 
getting the worth of his money. The result, how- 
ever, fs usually satisfactory, for it costs but little 
to hear music, and it is one’s own fault if he does 
not hear some which is good. Hathaway & Bond, 
of the Redpath Lyceum Bureau. have made it pos- 
sible to hear Kellogg and Cary, De Murska, and 
several other artists, for 10 cents. We are told that 
all Boston girls sing. I do not think all of them 
do, but those who do not, play some ouatland- 
ish instrument. This reminds me that in 
connection with the Mendec)ssotn Choral Union, a 
chorus just being formed, there ts an orchestra of 
professional and amateur musicians, among whom 
are several young ladies. This chorus is under the 
leadership of Mr. S. A. Emery. 

Last Tuesday evening I had the pleasure of at- 
tending a rehearsal of the Apollo Club. It seemed 
homelike to hear a male chorus called Apollos 
sing, and, without drawing comparisons, I could 
mention that what impressed me most was their 
reading of new music, and perfect comprehension 
of the musical difliculties of a piece. The sugges- 
tions made by their leader were acted upon imme- 
diately and comprehensively. Then every man 
has a voice, and knows howto use it; so there is 
no dead-wood, and more difficult music can be 
undertaken than would be 7 gg otherwise. 
Among them I recognized Mr. Wilkie, of Chicago.

The transfers show, by the vast majority of 
small copsiderations among those recorded, the 
true character of the market.

MOST IMPORTANT BUILDING IMPROVEMENT 
since the days of 1871-’2. The district south of 
rhirteenth street, and between Dearborn street 
aud State, is to be built up with fifty-four 
houses and six stores. The houses are tu be 
neat two-story and basement  stone-front 
houses, adapted for the use of families of mod- 
crate means wishing to live within easy reach of 
the business centre of the city. The stores will 
be on State street. A new street through the 
tract to be built on will be cut between Dear- 
born and State, and on this the houses will face. 

THE sr. JAMES HOTBL. 

For nearly a year there. have been occasional 
intimations in the papers that the' St. James 
Hotel building, corner of State aud Washing- 
ton streets, was to be remodeled and changed 
from a hotel into one or more stores. It was 
reported at one time that Field, Leiter & Co., 
atter the fire ejected them from the Singer 
Building, were endesvoring to get possession 
of the structure. Certain itis that on various 
occasions various parties tried to get hold of it, 
but were unable todo so because Col. Strong. 
who is rupning the hotel, had several years yet 
to run, aud asked more for it than the persons 
negotiating thought they could afford to pay. 
Finally, however, arrangements have been made, 
and this corner, which has for years been occupied 
as a hotel, will de converted to the uses of 
trade. ‘This corner was the site of the old Stew- 
art House, one of the first hotels in Chicago, 
and was built by Gen. Hart L. Stewart, the oid 
owner of the property, to whose children it still 
belongs. It was the Merchants’ Hotel, then the 
St. James, then the Metropolitan, and then the 
St. James again, having been burned down as 
often as it has changed its name. The present 
proprietors of the property have succeeded in 
securing a cancellation of Col. Strong’s !ease, 
and Judson & Co.,a large carpet firm, who have 
for some time been over Gossage’s dry-goods 
store on State street, Occupying quarters con- 
cerning which they have been liugating with 
Mr. Leiter and the Gossages, will take 
possession of the second and flith 
floors, which will soon be vacated by Col. Strong. 
The first-floor, with which the hotel had nothing 
to do, has been occupied for some time by 
Peacock and other firms. The building will be 
fitted up with elevators, and the other floor will 
speedily be appropriated for business purposes. 
By this change the owners of the property ex- 
pect to get a much larger rental from it than at 
present.

JENNISON AND HIS MEN. 


Something About Mary Harris and Her 
Guerrilla Lover—Border Times of 681. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

CuHIcago, Nov. 29.—Fifteen years, free from 
that intense excitement and strife which was 
the inheritance of the Border Slave-State Union 
men during the War of the Rebellion, bas toa 
certain extent obliterated the details attending 
the perpetual warfare we were then engaged in, 
but the general outline, and certainly the splen- 
did results, can never be effaced from our mem- 
ory: Ishould not recall these troubles to the 
public mind were it not that the Northern 
press just now is publishing a long article from 
a New Orleans paper, which was inspired 
by the death of Sister Celeste, a Catho- 
lic nup, whose past life had been strangely 
interwoven with the troubles of the times of the 
Rebellion. Her maiden name was Harris, and 
her father, giving aid and comfort to the enemy, 
or rather harboring the cut-throat gang led by 
Quantrell, bad his property destroyed, his house 
burned, his life taken, and bis family turned 
inco the night. Mary Harris (Sister Celeste) 
then followed Quantrell’s gang, and married 
one of his rough-riders, and, alter the Seventh 
Kansas Cavalry (Jennison’s Jayhawkers) had 
virtually crushed the guerrillasin that section, 
Mary and her husband went South, but, return- 
ing again in the spring, der  hus- 
band was shot and killed and buried 
by Missouri Union militia. The above is a brief 
resume of the artigtle so far as it relates to 
Sister Celeste; but the sneering tone in which 
Col. Jenuison and bis command was referred to 
has so excited my indignation that 1 cannot re- 
sist the temptation of doing what I never had 
intended to du,—relate some of the causes which 
made that officer and his ever-ready men 80 
bated by the cowardly devils, who, too cowardly 
to fight in open battie, took to the by-paths and 
gorges of the hills, froin whence to waylay and 
murder. 

As I said in the outset, fifteen years of time 
passed from scenes and incidents that I onlv 
wish to God might never come to mind again 
blots out some of the.details; but what I shall 
relate will cover the most important features 
of the story,—the essentials will be there any- 
how,—and, after read, the man or woman who 
can find sympathy for such cowardly and in- 
human fiends as Quantrell and the gang he led 
must have a heart lost to every sense of shame 
and whose patriotism is of the kind that should 
be rewarded with the hemp and limb. 

The unwritten history of Missouri will never 
be completed. The horrors enacted after the 
outbreak of the War were of a character to 
make the heart sick. 1 had lived 
in Missouri some vears before the War, 
was a Southern map, and in full sympathy with 
the peculiar institutions of the Soutn; but when 
the question of secession or no secession was 
submitted to the people of the State, I took an 
active part in the «ampaigu in favor of the 
Union. The result of that election is known, 
the State giving a large Union majority. After 
the election we turned to our secession 
neighbors and said: Of course you are satisfied 
now the State must stay in the Union, and, in- 
stead of war and making our homes the battle- 
ground, we will nave peace. Those who want 
to tight, let them go to the armies and figit 
there, but bere let us fave peace. This was 
the way tke Union men talked, but, 
instead of meeting a generous response, 
their cowardly opponents resorted to the hedge 
aud field, and from covert places shot down in 
cold blood their inoffensive neighbors. All man- 
ner of tricks were resorted to to get leading 
men to expose themselves so as to give the 
assassins a chance to murder them and be ous 
of danger themselves. 

One instance 1 will relate to illustrate what I 
meav. A prominent physician and Union man, 
residing at Maryville, received a letter purport- 
ing to come from the gallant Col. Peabody, who 
was afterwards killed at Shiloh, in which he 
was requested to come to St. Joseph and accept 
the position of Surgeon of the Thirteenth Mis- 
souri Regiment. The physician was in the habit 
of driving to the city with his own team, 
but oa this occasion fortunately took the stage, 
and thus escaped the shots of the assassin’ who 
were lying in wait expecting to see him drive by 
in his own conveyance. Col. Peabody had writ- 
ten him no letter, but nevertheless recommend- 
ed him to the position of surgeon, which he se- 
cured and filled with credit. 

The torch fqjiowed murder in startling fre- 
quency, the lurid flames often furnishing light 
to sight the rifle by. As these events troop 
through my mind, time vanishes, and it seems 
but yesternight I was cowering in the dark 
woods and saw the bright flames lap up my own 
home, and my cid mother stagger across the 
road dazed and frightened by the armed gang, 
whose onlv regret seemed to be that “the old 
man and the boys“ had escaped them. I crept 
away into the shadows, but turned to see once 
more how well the work of destruction was 
being done; the walls of the dear old home 
were just crumbling, and the mad sparks leaped 
heavenward asif tofree themselves from the 
hateful presence of the crowd below, and as 
they mounted upward on each I sent a curse 
upon the meu who were making so much misery, 
and ‘all to aid in destroying a country whose 
liberties 1 had been taught to love at my 
mother’s knee. 

These personal matters can have no interest 
to the reader; but before comiut again to the 
article which seemed to regard Quanutrell and 
his gang as such heroes, and Jennison and his 
men, who thrashed the coward every time they 
got im reach of him, as such bad men, I will state 
that the charred walls still mark the place 
where the home stood, and of the leaders (our 
own neighbors) who destroyed it, not one lives lo- 


day. 

Tue Seventh Kansas Regiment, or First 
Cavalry, as it was called, was organized by Col. 
Charles Jennison at Fort Leavenworth, soon 
after the seige of Lexington, Mo., where the 
gallant Col. Mulligan surrendered to Price. 
I was ove of the unfortunates at Lexington, 
and, being paroled after the surrender, and not 
being satisfied to give up so early in the con- 
test, I looked about for a command where sur- 
render was not in its vocabulary. I met Col. 
Jennison on the esplanade at the fort, where 1 
had gone with some sixteen men, who, like my- 
self, had no home to goto. After bearing his 
plaus, we concluded to enlist with him, and did 
80, and soon alter the regiment made its famous 
entree into Missouri, where we took life for life, 
and illumed our march dy the light of 
burning buildings. We thrashed Gen. U 
Hayes and Quantreil in succession, and 
thrasbed them both together. Never a man of 
the Jayhawkers surreudered. and prisoners 
they no way to carry. bence it is not to be 
supposed that the command was burdened with 
them. Jennison was everywhere. The restiess 
spirit, prompted to the awful fate of 
his wife, who, near Mound City, in 1857, was 
taken from me the

ART NOTES. 


Annual Report of the Decorative Bociety. 

At the recent annual meeting of the Chicazo 
Society of Decorative Art, Miss M. Park, the 
Corresponding Secretary pro tem., presented the 
following repo, of the doings of the Society 


during the year that bad just closed: 

A poet whe has identified himself with many of 
the phases which human nature presents in this our 
time has said that Society is one grand scheme 
of service and return. But the mere statement of 
this truth does not solve the problem, constantly 
before us. how the masses of humanity, which are 
continually tending to stratify themselves, are to 
‘be kept in such communication as to render each 
other that service and return which are essen- 
tial to our welfare. The more society tends to 
segregate itself, the more need there is of deter- 
minate effort to keep oven definite channels of inter- 
communication for mutual development and as- 
sistance. Sucha channel our Socictv aims to be. 

Tue plan on which we work ie still comparatively 
new, forthe New York Socigty, of which ours is 
an auxiliary, is not yet two years old. I quote 
from the first annual report of the New York So- 
ciety an account of the beginning of the work: 

Tue titst appointed meeting of those interested 
in the idea ‘of making remunerative art work an 
existing fact for the women of America’ took place 
Feb. 24, 1877, a meeting of five persons. Each of 
the fiveknewthat.. there were numberiessedu- 
cated and dependent women to whom a legitimate 
outlet for their labor would be the greatest boon 
society could bestow. Whether it was possible to 
obtain this outlet; whether a few women thor- 
oughly impressed with its importance could touch 
the many, in whose sympathy and help the 2 
bility lay. was os important question. It was 
resolved to consider it in every possible 

light, and after much discussion another 
meeting was appointed for the Sth of March.’ At 
that meeting seven persons were present, anda 
paper, afterwards embodied in the first published 
circular, was considered and adopted as stating the 
ground fot the movement. The interest excited 
upon the circulation of this paper resulted in a call 
for a general meeting to be held March 21, That 
meeting was unanimous in a determination to 
organize as a society. and a committee was ap- 
pointed to prepare the constitution and by-laws, 
which were presented and accepted March 28, and 
the Society was organized under the name of The 
Society of Decorative Art. 

That this Society supplies a long-felt want is 
shown by the record of its work during the past 
year. They have upwards of two thousand con- 
tributors, representing twenty-five States. During 
the year ending Oct. 1 they accepted 2, 765 arti- 
cles, which was a trifie over three-sevenths of the 
number offered, and the amount of sales during the 
same year was $18, 416. 75. 

Our Society is auxiliary to that in New York, but 
it is entirely independent in finances and manage- 
ment. The two have no membership in common 
except that our President is an honorary Vice- 
President of the New York Society. 

The meeting which was the beginning of our So- 
ciety was hela May 17, 1877. At thie introductory 
meeting eight ladies were present, viz.: Mrs. J. 
Y. Scammbn, Mrs. Franklin MacVeagh, Mrs. E. 
Ss. Isham, Mrs. William Blair, Mrs. II. J. Willing, 
Mrs. Mark Skinner, Mrs. Joseph Medill, and Mrs. 
T. B. Blackstone. A paper was adopted stating 
the design of the Society, the amount of the initia- 
tion fee, and also that another meeting would be 
held as soon as a sailicient number of names were 
obtained to this paper. A second meeting was 
held May 24, at which the Society was organized, 
and elected Mrs. J. Y. Scammon President, and 
elected also a Board of Managers. Our present 
constitution and by-laws were adopted at a meeting 
of the Board of Managers held June 13, and the first 
general méeting under the constitution was held 
June 15, 1877. At this meeting it was decided te 
issue a circular which should include the cons:itu- 
tion. The present rooms for the exhibition and 
sale of articles were opened earl in November. 
At the genéral meeting, which was held Nov. 27. 
1877, the officers for the ensuing year were 
elected. 

The recotd of the past year's work is gratifying 
in that it ig a record of progress, which, although 
not ai] that an enthusiast might desire, yet gives 
strong hope that we have begun a work which «nail 
be a lasting benefit to our sex. Our contributors 
number over 300, from various towns in this State, 
from New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
New York, New Jersey, Ohio, indiana, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, lowa, Missouri, and Kansas, twelve 
States besides our own. Nearly 2,000 articles 
have been entered on our books, of which more 
have been accepted than rejected. The amount 
received from sales is $1,886.43. There has been 


a marked improvement in the work of our earlier 


contributors. who bave had time to profit by the 
suggestions and criticisms made upon their work. 
The great drawbacks against which we 
have to contend are the lack of 
technical training in the artists and 
of technical culture in the purchasers. To those 
who are conscious of this lack it may be watisfac- 
tory to bave an authority which will act as a me- 
dium betwaen purchaser and artist to which mat- 
ters of technique can de referred. In this connec- 
tion, however, permit me to say that the Society 
does not wish the work on exhibition at the So- 
ciety rooms to be taken altogether as a criterion of 
our standard of excellence. We must build the 
ladder by which we rise, — we must have the low- 
er rounds before we can reach the higher. Work, 
which was é¢xcelicut in somefpointe, yet faulty in 
others, has been received in order that those who 
had talent might not be discouraged but rather 
stimulated to fresh efforts to excel. The Society 
would like te have always in its rooms some of the 
best work of its best contributors: but if, as they 
progress, they find lucrative, steady employment, 
although thé Society misses the display of their 
work, it has the satisfaction of accomplishing one 
of the objects for which it was organized. 

It is the intention of the Society to gradually 
raise its standard for the admission of work. We 
aim at the highest cultivation, and we hops in 
time to reach it. And here the Society wishes to 
enter a protest against being asked to admit work 
which wouid find a more suitable market at the 
-stores. Such work has been frequently of- 
fered, and its rejection has caused mach disap- 
pointment. The Socicty wishes it distinctly un- 
derstood taat the industries which it wishes to en- 


fane 


comrage are those which require culture both of 


brain and hauds. 

To afford opportunities for 
classes have been formed in 
embroidery, in weater-color painting, and 
in porcelain-painting. For classes in wood- 
— Ir there has been as yet no especial 
call. hat competition in it is open to women 
no one can deny who saw the display of such carv- 
ing in the Woman's Pavilion at the Centennial. 
W hen the time is ripe we hope that in this art also 
we may have successful workers. No less than 
234 pupils have been under the instruction of the 
Society during the past vear, four of whom were 
free. Surely this is evidence that we have a grow- 
ing influence, and that we must be conscientious 
in setting up standards for imitation. At the gen- 
eral meeting ih September two scholarships were 
offered if needed—one from Mr. T. B. Blackstone, 
and one from Mrs. Van Schaak and Mrs. William 
G. Hibbard. .The Society hopes that others may 
follow their example. In order to offer our pupils 
the advantages of a good library, the Board of 
Managers in March elected a Library Committee to 
solicit books or contributions for the purchase of 
such works as would best illustrate the history, 
development, and technicalities of the fine arta. 
This Commitiée is working witg good success. and 
expects ere long to give us access to the valuable 
material they have collected. 

To still further increase our interest in the work 
we have undertaken, papers on subjects connected 
with art have been read at many of the regular 
meetings. ‘The Society would take this opportu- 
nity of thanking Mrs. Scammon for several papers 
descriptive of the work of the New York Society 
of Decorative Art, urging the importance of our 
own work, ahd showing our progress; Mrs. 
Brackett for 4 paper on Decorative Art, and 
one on Art 48 Progressive ’’: Mrs. Leiter for one 
on Class Formation aud Government in the New 
York Society“; Mrs. MacVeagh for an account of 
her visit to South Kensington, and a letter describ- 
ing her visit to the Royal School of Art Needle- 
Work, London; Mra. E. S. Stickney for a paper 
on Japanese Art’; Mra. Kelly, of Columbus, 
O., for one on Antique and Modern Art; Mrs. 
J. R. Hiboard for one Concerning the Loan Ex- 
hibition’’; Mrs. Dupee for one on The Amer 
can School of Painting“; and Mr. Waters for an 
account of the South Kensington Museum, illus- 
trated by the stereopticon. 

Iwo courses of lectures have been given under 
the auspices of the Society; one by Mr. W. M. R. 
French on The Relations of Ideal and Decorative 
Art, and one by Mr. E. S. Waters on Ancient 
Art in Furnitute.”’ 

Two receptions, one in December and one in 
April, bave ben given, on which occasions the 
Society, haying madeits rooms as attractive as pos- 
sible, invited its iriends to visit them and observe 
the progress of its work. 

Two circulars’ have been iseued during the past 
year; the earlier stated the object of the formation 
of the Society, and included some extracts from 
the circular of the New York Society; the tater, de- 
signed more particularly for contributors, includes 
information in regard to the admission of work. 
Each contains the list of officers for the year. 

At a meeting of the Board of Managers, April 
16, it was voted to omit the regular meetings of 
the Society in May, July, and August. Accord- 
ingly the Society did not meet during those months. 

t would be premature to do more than mention 
that we have just opened a Loan Exhibition at No. 
65 Washington street. If it does not speak for 
itself nothing that I could say for it would have 
any weight. 

An auxiliary, called The Brown County Soci- 
ety of Decorative Art, was organized at Green 
Bay, Wis., Aug. 4, 1877, and bas held meetings 
every month since that time. Their memoershio 
list has thirty names, and their President is an 
honorary Vice-President of our Society. They 
have aclassin object-drawing and one in china 
decoration. They h not, as yet, opened 4 
salesroom, as the w so far has been only pre- 
paratory, but they have good hope for the future. 

Our list of membership for the year just closed 
includes 250 names. The mere statement of the 
work done since our organization shows that there 
is good reason for our existence as a Society. 
Without experience, with only a desire for help- 
fulness, we began our enterprise. For any mie- 
takes we have made we crave the indulgence of 
tnose who have been annoyed by them, and ask 
their co-operation in correcting them. Our con- 
tributors may rest assured that the officers of the 
Society are constantly endeavoring to improve its 
management and advance their interests. To ail 
who have labored in our behalf, officers, members. 
and non-members, we extend our thanks. And 
if, as has been quaintly said, ‘* gratitude 
consists in a deep sense of future favors,”’ then 
are we indeed profoundly teful, for we hove 
that the interest, once excited, may grow broad 
and deep, and result in establishing our Society on 
a firm and lasting foundation, so that we may de- 
serve the beneaiction of the great German poet 
and philosopher, ‘* Blessed is the man who has an 
idea oy which be may help his fcllow-creatures.”

Testimony in. the Habeas Corpus 
Case. 


The Judge Will Give His Decision 
Monday. 


The application of Mary C. McDonald, the 
wife of ‘* Mike,“ to be released on a writ of 
habeas corpus occupied the attention of Judge 
McAllister nearly all of vesterday, and the in- 
terest felt in the case was evidenced by the at- 
tendance, the court-room being packed, though 
three-fourths of the lookers-on were obliged 
to stand. Corporation-Counsel Bonfield and 
Prosecuting-Attorney Linscott appeared for 
the city, and Emery A. Storrs and 
A. S. Trude for the relator. As was antici- 
pated, the city tried to get a continuance. Mr. 
Bonfield said he had just been called in, and 
Mr. Liuscott claimed that all the notice he had 
had was through the newspapers; besides, the 
papers were absent. Mr. Storrs said they could 
be sent for, ana the Court remarked that the 
case was an ordinary one, and he would not be 
troubled or embarrassed. So the facts had to 


be disclosed. |

was the first witness. He knew Mrs. Mebon 

ald, and was present at her home, No. 176 
Clark street, Saturday night, Nov. 23. Him- 
selt, Hoffman, Swanson, and several other offi- 
cers went up to tbe third floor about 9:30, he 
having heard that gambling was going on there. 
The first one he saw was Ed McDonald, who 
was standing at the foot of the stairs at the en- 
trance, and ran up above, saying as he did so to 
a colored boy, Hurry up.“ The boy ran up 
to the fourth floor, and that was the last wit- 
ness saw of him. Going to the door of a room 
on the third floor, wishing to enter, Mrs. Mc- 


Donald ran up to him with a revolver in her 
hand. She said they couldn’t enter any room 
without a search-warrant, and if they 
did she would shoot them. He told 
her that he had heard gambling was going 
on, and wanted to know about it,—that he 
knew it was so, as he had had men in who 
played that afternoon and night. She pointed 
the revolver at him, and he tried to grab it, but 
she dropped her hand and passed the weapon 
to Ed McDonald. Then she said, “If you 
want to go through these rooms, take all these 
officers into my room, and I will let you go 
through the house. If you have a warrant ora 
search-warrant, why don’t youshowit?’’ Swan- 
son showed a warrant which he had, but, as the 
light wasn’t bright enough to read it, they 
started toward a light, and. as they were going 
toward a door, witness and Policeman Donohue 
being together, Mrs. McDonald rau up and 
said, ** Defend yourselves,’”’ or something like 
that, and fired at them, the ball passing through 
Donobhue’s coat. 

Witness here exhibited the revolver, but the 
Court made him put it into his pocket again, 
saying, It is a revolver, and shoots. |Laugh- 
ter. 

Hb was about five feet from her at the time, 
in the hallwar, near the wall of her room. Just 
previous to the shooting, Swanson and Donohue 
said they were going up-stairs [to the fourth 
floor], as they had seen parties going through

There 
was no door on the stairs.

The object was to get into Room No. 2 and 
serve the warrant on McDonald, if he was tuere, 
to take out whoever was there. 

Q.—Did you have any process which authorized 
you to go into any room and take anybody out? A. 
No, I don't know that we had. 

@.--Isn't ita fact that the warrant wasn’t for 
McDonald at all? A.—We were to have served it 
on him if we had found him there. 

N wouldn't have served it on him if you 
hadn't found him there? A.—No. 

. - Hon does that happen? A.—It has been a 
customary thing. 

2. At has been a customary thing to break into 
a room without a warrant? A.—We always had a 
warrant. 

[Warrant No. 2, dated Nov. 21, was produced]. 

Q.—You had seen McDonald between the date of 
issue and that night? A.—Yes, sir. 

.—Didn't vou see him before you went up- 
stairs? A. —Isaw him about an hour and a half 
before. 

. —Was Hoffman with you? A.—Yes. 

C. - Wnere did you see him? A.—In the dar- 
room.

It is frequently remarked 
in journalistic circles that ail this is a species of 
enterprise—but is it jourvalism! Is it by such 
devices that great newspapers have been built 
up!

For want of any political news, amd to fill in 
the space until the Legislature assembles, some 
of tne volitical correspondents are working 
up quite a warm contest over the United 
States Senatorship which Mr. Conkling 
now holds, and proposes to continue 
to hold. The contest is all on paver. When 
the correspondents say that ex-Gov.

A Man- Baby. 
New York Times. 

In the second siory of one of the low. rickety 
wooden buildings on the east side of Chatham 
street, in humble apartments, there lives one of 
the most curious of human monstrosities. It is 
a boy, or man, 21 years and 6months old, naving 
been born in 1857, that is in all respects, physi- 
cally and mentally, nothing more than an over- 
rrown infaut. Its parents are Mr. aud Mrs. 
Jacques Jenn, of No. 165 Chatham street, in- 
dustrioys French people. The child was born 
on the 10tn of June, 1557, and was christened 
Jule. Uptohis 8th month he did not differ 
from other children; but at that age he was 
taken sick with the measles, and for six months 
it Was thought that he could not live, one 
childish disease following rapidly upon another. 
His last ailment, and the one to which his 
parents ascribe his deformity, was one that 
baffled the attending physicians, and is de- 
acrived by the father as the English disease.“ 
Both physical and mental growth seemed to be 
arrested by this disease. The boy is 
not quite three feet high, but meas- 
ures four fect around the waist, being 
inordinately corpulent. His head is well 
shaped, but looks much too large for his body, 
being more than two feet in circumference. His 
hands and feet are exceedingly small. like those 
of a 1-vear-old iniant, and be weighs 160 pounds. 
Every effort has been made to educate him, but 
he is not capable of learning anything. When 
he was 10 years old he was scareely two feet 
high, but weighed almost 100 pounds. The 
physician who attended at his birth predicted 
that fle would not live to be 14 years old, but he 
is now in good health. The boy’s skin is re- 
markably soft and white, like a baby’s. All of 
his habits are childish, and he can speak only a 
few words, such as papa, mamma, yes.“ 
and no.“ His extreme corpuience prevents 
him from walking, but he is very active with his 
hands and feet. He amuses himself with child- 
ish toys, and is very shy when strangers are 
about. Ex-Police-Surgeon Baker, who has 
watched the case closely for several years, says 
that it is the most wonderful case he ever heard 
of. The boy has been examined by a number 
of scientists, who have all come to the conclu- 
sion that he is a perfect baby in mind and body. 
His father has been approached by many show- 
men, Who were anxious to add the boy to their 
list of attractions; but Mr. Jenn has declined 
every offer, not desiring to have his son exhib- 
ited to the public.

THANKSGIVING. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Mrtwavuxkre, Nov. 30-—To-morrow is the first 
month of winter, and the last of the~year, and 
some sage reflections are in order. They come 
from a careful canvass of the social reports of 
Thanksgiviog-Day. There was doubtless plenty 
to eat on most tables. There were many quiet, 
good dinners at which the home household had 
extra dishes and dainties, to show that the oc- 
casion was a festive one. But the dinner par- 
ties, the formal spreads,“ where a full com- 
pany, in full dress, sat down to a full feast, 
with balf a dozen courses and three kinds of 
wine, were not numerous. Even the smaller 


gatherings, where a big turkey or two and two 
other kinds of meat ard extra dishes furnished 
a less pretentious feast for a half dozen or 80 
of neighbors, were much Jess numerous than in 
former years. The fact is that a comfortable 
Thanksgiving dinner for a half a dozen 
guests besides the family, or even for 
two or three, as the same parade and 
amounts of edibles are required, costs from $15 
to $25 extra, and the bouquets cost from $50 to 
$100 and from that up. he expenditures are 
not as cas as they were in * flush times.“ 
Beonomy is the road out of debt, and thus far 
the large majority of people are following it. 
The man who has a business or a profession in 
which he was reasonabiy prosperous a few years 
ago, now finds it difficuit to make both ends 
meet. Those most lavish in expenditure a few 
years ago have had to take in sail. The men 
are few, and belong to a few classes, who can 
afford to be hospitable. The men of accumu- 
lated wealth, well invested, the officers of the 
the few professional men 
ho engross what profitable business there is, 
the heads of a few houses in a few lines of busi- 
ness, are mainly the ones who have the means 
to entertain company in somcthing like the 
liberal style of ten years since. Men on salaries 
have been obliged to suffer a reduction; those 
in trade find Jordan a hard road to trabbel;’ 
manufacturers are wondering if the bottom ever 
will be reached; all alike are feeling the 
suffering from the 
hard times. Hence, 
turkey was eaten to-day 
in Milwaukee at other people’s expense. The 
dinner parties, and even the parties with 
guests limited as to number, were scarce. The 
sound of revelry did not break out boisterously. 
„ Still. in thousands of quiet homes, a better 
table than usual was spread; the family gath- 
ered about the bountifully-iaden board, and 
there was mirth and hilarity that were good to 
see and enjoy. 
3 
HARD TIMES IN MILWAUKEE. 
Whether the hard times have been felt as op- 
pressively in Milwaukee as elsewhere is some- 
times questioned. At least the course of finan- 
cial and business depression has been an eccen- 
tric one. For reasons, some of which are 
obvious and some of which are not so obvious, 
the panic of 1873 did not strike Milwaukee with 
full force in that year. One reason was that the 
Chicago fire of 1871 had driven a vast amount of 
business, especially in manufactures and pro- 
duction, to Milwaukee, a portion of which still at 
that time remained here. The mercuntile busi- 
ness of Milwaukee flourished immensely while 
the Chicago market was closed, and it received 
an impetus which carried it up ano over the first 
yay of the panic. During the two years after 
o fire, every branch of business in 
a se had an avimation, a bustle, and an 
activity about like an arsenal in war times; the 
— was greater than at any time during 
or following it. The stimulus which 
every branch of trade and industry had received 
prevented the shock of the panic from being 
felt so severely, as aman full of the stimulus 
of whisky does not feel and may survive the 
bite of a reptile. In addition to that, 


‘the wheat harvest of 1873 was exceptionally 


in Wisconsin, and was exceptionally bad 
nearly everywhere eise. If peopie could buy 
nothing else, under the first stress of the gale, 
= had to buy bread, and the price was high; 
Wisconsin had it to sell, while it could be 
bourke with difficulty elsewhere. This helped 
to pa 2 Milwaukee over the first months or the 
ear of the crisis. Besides,this had al- 
— u a conservative place as to business. 
8 lation never ran high nor in wild chan- 
; and there were but few balloon enter- 
prises to suffer from collapse. But the revival 
did not come elsewhere. The shrinkage in 
values continued throughout the country. The 
depression grew more heavy, and settled with a 
greater weight. One prosperous oasis could 
not exist in the desert of bankrupte J and gen- 
erai prostration. The blight struck Wisconsin 
aud Milwaukee in the fall of 1874, and it grew 
worse in 1875, and it bas been growing no bet- 
ter ever since. Except in the iron trade there 
have been few or no great failures. But many 
men weathered the stormy — with difficul- 
ty and are pot yet safe in habor; ali are yet 
laboring against the pinching influences which 
are feit everywhere throughout the country, 
and in fact throughout the commercial world. 
People generally think that hard pan has been 
reached; that things cannot be worse, and must 
‘pow mend; and that with the financial question 
settled. a period of renewed prosperity is about 
to dawn on the country. May that be true. 


THEY ARE WAKING UP. 

The city authorities have at last got as far as 
talking about the city sewerage system. What 
do you suppose the present system is? It is to 
turn the filth, the waste, the feculence, and the 
pestilential discharges of 110,000 people into 
Milwaukee River, which flows, or rather welters, 
along down through the middle of the city, 
from its extreme upper limits past its fine resi- 
dences, manufactories, and stores, to the lake. 
There the city filth, diluted by the river water, 
drifts, floats, and oozes out into the lake, and 
every breeze from the south that lasts twenty- 
four hours wafts the fearful mass towards the 
supply-pipe, though which the lake water euters 
to the pumpiug- works, to be raised to the reser- 
4 for distribution ughout the eity. This 

8 subj for comment in the city 
in all the correspondence from here; 
bod it it is a subject which ought to grow on and 
into the minds of every resident of Milwaukee. 
- The blame rests upon the totally idiotic way 
in which Doth the sewerage ard water supply 
were planned, The water ougbe to have come 
from two miles further north, beyond the North 
Point, in Whiteiish Bay. The additional 
expense would not have been $50,000, probably 
not $25,000, It would simply have been the 
laying of the big main that distance, and no fig- 
ures are at band to show the cost of two miles 
of three-foot main.

The present cure for the nuisance and curse of 
this bad system is to run a main sewer down 
the rivet upon each bank, and let the east-and- 
west sewers empty into them, so that the 
sewage will be carried well to the mouth of 
the river. Prof. Haskins’ plan of then flush- 
ing the river occasionally, when the winds 
increase the outflow, will probably be the best 
thing that can be done to abate the awful evils 
whicb are in part already upon us, and which in 
part threaten us in the future. A committee of 
the Common Council have the subject in hand.

A NEW CHARITY. 

A Deaf and Dumb Institute has been built by 
the good Catholics at St. Francis, where their 
splendid seminary is located, a few miles south 
of the city. The building was completed a few 
weeks ago, and was formally dedicated to its 
permanent uses Thanksgiving Day. It is built 
of brick with stone facings, is forty feet by sev- 
enty on the ground, and two stories high, with 
a basement. Religious services of a solemn and 
impressive character were held at the dedication. 


The ceremonies were under the immediate 
charge of the venerable Archbishop Henni, as- 
sisted by Fathers Kampschure, Eiskamp, and 
Wopethorst. Pontifical high mass was ele- 
brated, and addresses were delivered appro- 
priate to the occasion. The probabilities are 
that this Deaf and Dumb Institute wil! not be 
disgraced by any of the kind of doings which 
have made Delavan notorious, or, if such things 
should be done, they will not be whitewashed. 


OUR CITY BRIDGES. 

One of the eye-sores of Milwaukee is its 
bridge system. Several of the most important 
bridges in the river are the huge and unwieldly 
piles of humber erected a quarter of a century 
ago, set just above the water, so that they have 
to be opened not only for vessels, but for every 
passing tug, obstructing travel on some of the 
busiest streets of the city in the busiest part of 
the day; and they areso often open that acci- 
dents are more frequent, some of which are 
serious. It is a wonder, too, that the accidents 
are not more numerous; for the hurrying 
crowds of men, women, and children, some with 


heavy burdens, jostling against each other, and | 


meeting at the edge of the draw, each of the 
twenty or fifty times a day that 'the bridge is 
opened, often cause alarm and screams of waru- 
ing, which only aggravate the confusion. Inthe 
hurry to cross as the bridge closes similar 
startling scenes occur, and why hundreds do not 
fall into the river, or are not crushed each sea- 
son, is 4 cause for astonishment. The loss 
caused by the delay in crowds of men and teams 
waiting to cross these rickety old bridges, is, 
when it is considered, enormous. For every 
minute that sixty persons are detained by an 
open bridge, an hour’s lost time is to be count- 
ed. These bridges are open, on an average, ten 
minutes, which for each sixty persons is ten 
hours, or one day’s lost time for the men and 
their teams. Considering bow many times a 
day, and continuousiy, Spring street and Me- 
nominee bridge are open in the season of navi- 
gation, the lost time amounts to hundreds of 
days’ work in each month. This is an actual, 
dead loss to productive industry, and would 
amount in a short time to a sum suflicient to 
pay the interest onethe cost of new bridges. 
Tne East Water street (or Walker’s Point) 
bridge is a hich one, but is almost continually 
out of repair: is of wood so re-planked 
and patched as to be of enormous weight, 
and has long survived its usefulness. Huron 
street bridge is of iron, but is low down on the 
water. Menominee and Spring street bridges 
are unmitigated nuisances. There should be 
erected at each of these crossings high, airy 
bridges of iron, like the Broadway and Buffalo 
street bridges. The longer the work is delayed 
the more expensive will be the work by the in- 
creased amount of damages caused by the ele- 
vated approaches, and the more difficult it will 
be to procure general consent for the work. 
Less paving on the back streets and better 
bridges in the business part of the city would be 
a good pdlicy tu adopt. 

The Oneida street bridge is a nuisance, but as 
the travel across it is less, the call is not as loud 
tor a new bridge to be immediately built. But 
tne case there is bad enough, aud an early meas- 
sure of relief will be acceptabie. 


A MODEL PARDON BROKER. 

It has just transpired that a well-known pol 
tician of the low-down order named Martin 
McUoy bas been for years doing a more or less 
successful business as a pardon broker. It is 
told with some demonstration of grim humor 
that he imposed on so grave and reserved a man 
as Gov. Washburn, and procured severai pardons 
for criminals from that distinguished Executive. 
His plan is the ordinary one, except that he ap- 
pears only as an industrious circulator of peti- 


tions for the convict’s pardon. Armed with 
these petitions, he can procure through some 
agency the good offices of an influeutial poli- 
tician, by whom the signatures of the Prosecut- 
ing- Attornev and the Judge who sentenced the 
criminal will be secured, or the Governor will 
be persuaded to interpose his pardon without 
these formalities. McCov would never think 
of presenting himself to the Governor for 
a pardon, and would never ask a Judge to sign 
the papers. But the hasa grotesque sort of 
cunning and a greasy impudence in politics 
which enables him to secure influences where 
better meu would fail. It is said that in several 
instances he bas been paid $200 or $300 for this 
class of services. He is a disreputable man, who 
has acquired considerable property by these 
practices, and by always holding his hands be- 
hind him when campaigo funds are being dis- 
tributed. It was only by an accident that his 
dealings with statesmen came to public knowl- 
edge, as be has managad his affairs with consid- 
erable skill, never procuring the same agency 
more than once in his ventures. It is easy to 
pick up these jobs, as there is almost always 
somebody in the House of Correction with 
a few hundred dollars to spare for such 
purpose, which he will gladly pay for his liberty 
if he can get it. In a recent case Gov. William 
K. Smith absolutely refused to issue a pardon 
on a iong petition of the most respectable 
names uuless Judge Mallory would assent to 
the exercise of the e lemency which was asked. 
It transpired, on investigating the sources of 
the application, that McCoy was the husy pardon 
broker in the case. The Judge’s assent was not 
given, and the pardon did vot issue. 

Gov. Washburn once wrote tointimate friends 
in this city asking as to the character of McCoy. 
It transpired by that means that the mysteri- 
ous influence procuring so much executive mer- 
cy was the individual in question. His occupa- 
tion is now gone. 

LEGAL POINTS. 

In speaking of the insurance law of this State, 
the Milwaukee letter in last Sunday’s Trisune 
represented it as providing in all cases that the 
sum written in the policy shall be the measure 
of damages which the Company must pay in 
case of a total loss by fire. It appears that this 
provision only relates to real property,—to 
buildings on lands. So a grasping insurance 
agent can insure a stock of goods and extort a 
premium to as great an amount as his victim 
will stand. and in case of total destruction by 
fire the Company is only compelled to pay the 
actual amount of the loss.
